Who else! other than SrimanNarayana the Supreme God could 
have written Mahabharata, such is the definite view of all the 
Puranas and other scriptures, as studied and spoken by Narada 
and the others. 


Further in addition, the Gita is a subsidiary recital in the form 
of a dialogue between Sri Vasudeva and Arjuna, the essence of 
the entire Bharata, like the honey collected from the Parijata 
flower, the (Maha) Bharata. Amongst all scriptures, the 
Bharata; amongst Bharata the Gita is better. 


Thousand names of Sri Vishnu should be known and studied, 
both together, thus it has been said in Kurma Purana. This, 
verily, is the Perennial Principle (Dharma), capable of granting 
the Supreme, the Brahman, the Abode and such other words, 
thus, in MahaKurma Purana. 


Among scriptures, Bharata is the essence, of that the thousand 
names (Vishnu-sahasranama) and Gita are the essences. 
Knowledge of these, surely, assures deliverance. There is no 
scripture similar to the entire Bharata, how can then there be 
anything similar to these (two)? 
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In earlier days at the request of Vyasa, Brahma the other Gods 
including all the Seers, Bharata and other Vedas came to be 
weighed. Because of its importance and the significance, it 
overweighed the Vedas and thenceforth came to be referred to 
as Mahabharata. Those who know the real meaning will be 
delivered from all demerits. 


SrimanNarayana himself, at an earlier request of Brahma, 
Rudra, Indra and other gods, manifesting as Vyasa wrote the 
Mahabharata known as Panchama Veda for clarifying the pure 
principles, thus, in Brahmanda Purana. 


Bhagawadgita and Vishnu Sahasranama are two great gems of 
Hindu spirituality carved out from the great epic Mahabharata. 


Bhagawad Gita contains 701 verses and it is a journey of 18 
Chapters from Grief to Liberation. The executive summary of 
the Bhagwad Gita is embedded in the Gita itself. The first verse 
and the last verse put together form the executive summary of 
the Gita.

Bhagawadgita and Vishnu Sahasranama Stothram are two 
great gems of Hindu spirituality carved out from the great epic 
Mahabharata. 


Margasira sukla Ekadasi is revered as Geeta Jayanthi, the day 
Lord Sri Krishna counselled Arjuna with his famous preaching 
known as Bhagawadgita. 


But it was not first time the Supreme God preaching the 
philosophy and Arjuna was not the first person to be imparted 
with the divine knowledge. 


In the 4th Canto - JnaAna Yoga (sloka #1) Lord Sri Krishna 
says that, 


" IT taught this imperishable Yoga (Bhagawadgita) to Vivaswan 
(Sun God-Surya). He (Surya) in turn taught it to Manu 
(Vaivaswatha) who in turn taught it to Ikshvaaku (in whose 
dynasty Lord Sri Rama was born)". 


SaAnkhya Yoga that we come across in 2nd chapter of 
Bhagawadgita was also preached by the Supreme God Vishnu 
in his incarnation as Kapila Bhagavantha (Kapilacharya) to his 
mother Devahuti that we come across in the 3rd Canto of 
SriMadBhagavatha Purana. It is called Kapila Geeta. 


Further Lord Sri Krishna also preached SaAnkhya Yoga to his 
friend Uddhava that came to be known as Uddhava Geeta 
(11th canto of Sri Mad Bhagavatha Purana).

Geetabhashya (commentary on Bhagavad Gita) was the first 
work by Sri Madhwacharya wherein, He had established the 
supremacy of Bhagavad Gita over all other scriptures. 


Sri Madhvacharya has written two commentaries on 
Bhagavadgita viz. 


e Geeta Bhasya and 
e GeetaTatparya Nirnaya; 


Mantralaya GuruSaarvabhouma Sri Raaghavendra Swamy has

e gltaarthasangraha (gItA-VivR“itti) 
Bhagawadgita is a journey of 18 chapters from grief to

Wherever is Sri Krishna the lord of Yoga; wherever is PaArtha 
the archer; there, are, prosperity; victory; happiness and firm

Sri Krishna displayed his Vishvarupa (universal cosmic form) 
to Arjuna on the battlefield of Kurukshetra. 


Bhagawadgita is a hand book of instructions on the art of 
living. It is called Jeevana Dharma Yoga Saasthra. Geeta 
Saastra is intended to remove the cause of Samsara such as 
grief and delusion. 


It is the right understanding of the immortal culture of Vedas 
and Upanishads. It contains the essence of Hindu Philosophy 
and culture. It is not merely a text book of Hinduism rather it is 
sacred text of humanity. 


It is a practical handbook of instructions to the man on how to 
live nobly and grow out of his instinctive weaknesses. It says 
that running away from life is not the way to reach the highest 
goal of evolution. 


The creed of Geeta is that spirituality can be lived in life, and 
true spiritual understanding is an asset to a man engaged in 
the battle of life. 


It gives an easy thumb rule as to what types of values and 
mental attitudes one should develop in order to realize the 
ever-effulgent Divinity in them; the pure awareness. 


Epic Mahabharatha written by Lord and Sage Sri Vedavyasa is 
not just a sacred script alone; rather it is a culmination of 
Brahmasutras, Upanishads, Puranas, Bhagawagita, Vishnu 
Sahasranama etc. That’s why it is called Panchama Veda. 
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Bhagawadgita which is a part of Mahabharatha is called the 
essence of Upanishads, Geethopanishad. 


The Gita is part of the great Hindu epic the Mahabharata and 
appears as Chapters 25 to 42, in the Book of Bheeshma in the 
Mahabharata. Most of the verses appear in the anushtap 
meter, where each verse has a total of 32 letters with 8 words 
in each of the four quadrants. Some verses in the 15th chapter 
appear in trishtup meter with 44 words. 


As per Sri Raghavendra Teertha [GV], the 18 chapters can be 
broadly classified into 3 sections with 6 chapters in each 
section. The first section with chapters 1-6 (280 verses) 
broadly outlines how one can obtain divine, spiritual knowledge 
(jnana upaya), the second section with chapters 7-12 (209 
verses) focuses on devotion and divine, spiritual knowledge 
(vijnana) that leads one to liberation, and the third section 
consisting of chapters 13-18 (212 verses) elaborates on the 
concepts in the first two sections. 


Rishi Vaisampayana said... 


This divine song (Gita) which emanated from the holy lotus 
mouth of the Supreme God Sri Krishna Himself, should be 
regularly sung with devotion. What is the need of studying 
other scriptures? [Mahabharata | Bhishma Parva |43]| 1] 

Gita embodies all the Shastras, Shri Hari personifies all the 
Gods, Ganga assimilates all the sacred places and Gayatri 
(Manu) compiles all the Vedas. [Mahabharata | Bhishma Parva 
1 43.1 2] 


The one, in whose heart the four G's - Gita, Ganga, Gayatri and 
Govinda reside, will never take rebirth. [Mahabharat] Bhishma 
Parva 1 43 1 3] 


Number of verses said by Sri Krishna is 620, those by Arjuna is 
57, those by Sanjaya is 67 and that by Dhritarastra is one 
(total=745). These being the number of verses in Gita. 
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[Mahabharata | Bhishma Parva]43|4, not included in this Gita 
Mahatmyam | 


Sri Krishna churned the entire Mahabharata and extracted its 
essence in the form of Gita which was invoked by Arjuna. 
[Mahabharata | Bhisma Parva 1 43 1 5] 


MESSAGE OF BHAGAWADGITA 


Bhagawadgita is held in high esteem not only in India but also 
in other countries over the world. Why? In a broad sense it is a 
passage of divine song mainly intended to counsel the troubled 
mind psychologically. Even individual will identify himself or 
herself with Arjuna who stood confused in the battle field about 
the futility of war and in general about the values of life. Words 
of Lord Krishna finally console him answering his doubts and 
fears. 


Truly speaking our happiness depends more on our attitude 
than our aptitude. The message of Bhagawadgita that one 
must perform one’s duty without attachment to the fruits or 
results emphasizes this fact. We find fulfillment in the 
performance of our duties whereas, attachment to results could 
lead to frustration or disappointment. On the other hand, with 
resolute positive attitude we can invariably develop the right 
aptitude. When confronted with problems we have to face them 
with head erect, heart sincere and mind made up. Only then 
we will find success in every new attempt or any venture we 
embark upon. Only then our life becomes enjoyable, interesting 
and meaningful. 


It is not knowledge alone which liberates the soul. Even great 
Rishis like Janaka, Priyavrata and Bhagirathi have performed 
their duties to attain Moksha. In course of doing our duties we 
should never lose self-control; never give way for irritation or 
frustration, just because things we perform do not end in 
success. It is the purity of purpose that is important. Lord 
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Krishna has ordained that we have to perform our duties not 
with a grumble but with total devotion. 


Let there be a smile on our faces while we perform our duties 
which must be considered as Bhagavadpooja. Dwaadasa 
stothra of Sri Madhvacharya instructs KURU BHUNKSHWA CHA 
KARMA NIJAM NIYATHAM. Can there be a more succinct way of 
expressing the message of Sri Bhagavad-Gita?

Background 


As a last attempt for peace Sri Krishna travels to the Kingdom 
of Hastinapura to persuade Kauravas to see reason, avoid 
bloodshed of their kin, and to embark upon a peaceful path 
with him as the "divine" ambassador of Pandavas. 
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Pandavas had seven akshauhinis with the help of their 
allies. Dhrishtadyumna was the Major General of the Pandava 
Army. 


Kaurava Army was made up of 11 akshauhinis. This includes 
the Narayani Sena of Krishna. 


Mahabharata states, in the year in which the war took place, 
three solar eclipses took place within a thirty-day period. 


On the first day of the 18day battle at Kurukshetra, Arjuna 
requests Krishna to place the chariot in the middle of the 
battlefield so that he could pay respects to the respective 
elders on both the sides. Krishna places the chariot as 
requested and lets Arjuna see the armed forces on both sides. 


Suddenly Arjuna loses heart. The horror that would ensue with 
the inevitable slaying of so many warriors including the family 
and friends makes him drop the bow and arrow and fall down 
near the feet of Krishna. He requests Krishna to guide him in 
the right path of action while engaged in the war of 
righteousness. Sri Krishna brings out the philosophy of action 
in the battle of life, which is “The Srimad Bhagavadgita.” 


The scene of GITOPADESHAM 


The scene, wherein, Arjuna, on the chariot is at the feet of 
Krishna and received the teaching of the sacred text is known 
as “The Gitopadesham.” 


We should pause a second and analyze the meaning of this 
most beautiful scene which has the entire philosophy hidden in 
it. 

Sri Krishna represents: the Intellect (seat of reasoning / 
discrimination). 


Arjuna represents: the Mind (seat of thoughts). 
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The four horses represent the four qualities: “Desire, Anger, 
Greed and Delusion.” (Kama, Krodha, Lobha, Moha) 


The reins represent: the senses. 
Bow represents: weapon of action. 
The two armies: the good and bad within each individual. 


Picture of Hanuman on the chariot: represents the attitude of 
“Devotion”. 


The warrior in the chariot has to move forward, face the 
enemies and defeat them. 


In the battle of life, we must learn to be on the move and 
conduct our normal duties. The enemies we face are our own 
bad qualities. Our forces are the good qualities within. 


The end of spiritual quest is when the enemy (bad qualities) is 
destroyed. Only then there is “Peace.” 


Each of us symbolically carries a tool of trade (like the doctor 
with a stethoscope). We must carry that tool of action and use 
it. (We must not drop the tool down in despair or dejection, like 
Arjuna on the scene.) 


We must let our intellectual capacity of reasoning hold on to 
our senses. 


The mind should be dictated by the intellect. It should carry out 
the ordained duties. Krishna representing 


the intellect (guided by the inner conscience) is holding on to 
the reins. (representing the senses). 


The four qualities of desire, anger, greed and delusion need to 
be under total control. This is represented by Krishna holding 
on to the reins of the four horses. 
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The four horses have blinkers on them. This is to stop them 
from looking sideways in their journey and avoid distraction 
and destruction. 


We must similarly, control the four qualities and keep a tight 
rein on them. On the battlefield of life, we must kill the enemy 
within, which is “Evil qualities” inside us. 


Five Pandavas represent five good qualities and 100 Kauravas 
represent 100 evil qualities. In life, against each good quality, 
there is said to be 20 bad qualities. 


Like Hanuman’s picture, we must follow the path of devotion in 
our actions and not be egotistic. 


With the guidance of Krishna, by taking shelter under Him, we 
can be victorious in the battle of life and attain “Liberation.”

Just as one experiences childhood, youth, and old age, one 
similarly experiences attainment of another body. So, the wise 
ones do not grieve over the loss of the physical body. 


Sri Krishna describes the nature of one’s physical body. Just as 
one goes through changes in the physical body over one’s 
lifetime, death is inevitable in the end. Hence Arjuna has no 
reason to grieve over the loss of the physical bodies of his 
loved ones in a just war. 
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afer a aafaater tr wala aa |

Know that entities that pervade the universe will not 
perish. No one can cause destruction to the imperishable. 


The entities referred to are not subject to decay and hence are 
imperishable and eternal. These entities include the Lord 
Almighty, individual souls, space (avyakrita akasha) and the 
letters (the 51 letters in the Sanskrit alphabet). Space is known 
as avyakrita akasha as it does not undergo transformation 
during creation or dissolution.

It is said that the eternal soul’s visible physical body is 
perishable, but the Lord Almighty, the Supreme Soul, is 
imperishable (not subject to four-way destruction). Hence, 
fight this war as worship to the indwelling Lord Aprameya, the 
one who is not limited by space, time, or attributes. 


The individual soul is a reflection of the God as in a mirror. 
Some argue that when the mirror which they consider is upadhi 
(the conditioning medium) is destroyed, the reflection no 
longer exists. Sri Rayaru in [GV] explains that the upadhi in the 
example of a reflection in the mirror is the intrinsic body of the 
individual soul and not the physical body. The intrinsic body 
(swaroopa deha) of a soul never perishes. 


The Lord is eternal, has no blemishes, does not experience 
decay or destruction of body, as His body is transcendental. 
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The individual soul’s intrinsic body is also indestructible, and in 
that sense, the individual soul is deemed to have some 
similarity with the Lord. Hence the intrinsic body of the 
individual soul is the upadhi in the example of comparing the 
Lord and the individual soul to the original and the mirror 
reflection. 


Also, if the Lord Almighty and individual souls have 
similar attributes such as indestructibility, then why should 
one perform duties as a worship to the Lord? 


Firstly, the individual soul is dependent on the Lord and 
secondly, the Lord has special characteristics far and beyond 
those of individual souls. The Lord pervades everywhere. Sri 
Rayaru also states in [GV] that the Lord is not subject to the 
fourfold destruction —- (i) of the body (as His body is 
transcendental), (ii) of the soul (as He is eternal), (iii) of 
attributes (as He is full of infinite auspicious attributes and is 
devoid of any blemishes) and (iv) of happiness (as He is devoid 
of misery). He is superior to individual souls and hence is 
worthy of worship.

Just as a person lets go of worn out old clothes and adorns new 
clothes, likewise, a soul leaves a decaying body and takes ona 
new body. 


In this verse, there is further confirmation on the separation of 
the soul and the physical body. In verse (2.13), it was stated 
that a soul experiences transformation in a physical body as a 
person transitions through childhood, youth, adulthood, and old 
age. However, that was related to the same physical body. In 
this verse, it is clarified that the same soul will migrate from a 
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decayed body to a new body, just as one discards old, worn out 
clothes and replaces them with new, good clothes.

Weapons cannot cut the soul, fire cannot burn the soul, water 
cannot wet the soul and wind cannot parch the soul. While it 
was made clear that the intrinsic body of a soul does not decay 
or get destroyed over time, some can question whether it 
would be possible to harm or destroy a soul with physical 
elements such as weapons (made from mining earth), fire, 
water, wind etc. 


In this verse it is clarified that it is not possible to harm or 
destroy a soul by any of these means. Further, as clarified by 
Sri Rayaru [GV], it is also not possible to destroy a soul 
through a curse (as in the episode of Daksha Prajapati having 
his head chopped off due to a curse, there was no destruction 
of his soul).

Death is certain for anyone born and likewise rebirth is 

certain for anyone dead. It is Cosmic order. There is no point in 
grieving over an issue that has no solution. The soul does not 
perish. However, Arjuna could argue that the loss of the 
physical bodies of dear ones can also causes grief, as he would 
not be able to see them. Verse 2.27 answers this question by 
stating the birth and death of physical bodies is inevitable for 
everyone and there is no point in grieving over this issue that 
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has no solution. Thus exists this expansive samsara. Until the 
Jiva finds deliverance, birth and death (of the body) are 
according to (Cosmic) order.

You have a right to perform your prescribed duty, but you are 
not entitled to the fruits of action. Never consider yourself the 
cause of the results of your activities, and never be attached to 
not doing your duty. 


You are eligible for performance of the actions alone and never 
for the fruits thereof. (Therefore) never with the object or 
having the fruits, do you ever engage yourself in actions. 


For actions alone are you and other Jivas entitled. The fruit, 
however, is within My power to give”, this is the purport. Do 
not be governed by desire for the fruits. Do not have the 
feeling that you are the Lord. “He, verily, is the One who 
ordains the meritorious and de-meritorious fruits, does not one 
acquire the fruits from one's actions. 


Desire bound self is reprehensible. How? In whom “desire for 
heavens originates”, by such words as desires are 
recommended to be avoided. Such words have the stamp of 
secondary importance. Therefore, even for the wise, the desire 
for fruits is not advisable. How then (could it be) for others! It 
is also not that others can, but (a man of wisdom) Arjuna can. 


Though wise and partial manifestation of Indra, even he can be 
affected by greed and comforts. If one can expect no satva 
(luminosity) in him, then how can one expect wisdom in 
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others? For receiving necessary instructions, he has all the 

necessary wisdom and qualifications. Arjuna is one of those 
who are considered amongst the most qualified person, an 

Adhikarl. 


Only those actions (prompted by desire for fruit) is prohibited 
because fruits are independently ordained by the Lord. It is not 
that the fruits of actions are possible by one's own efforts 
alone. Similarly, desire for fruits of actions is also provided 
even though not aspired. Therefore, non-performance of any 
actions may bring opposite result. The fruits are available 
neither through Wisdom nor through Desire. Persons are 
entitled only for performance of action. Such, verily, is the way 
of action. Neither by having desire, nor by avoiding the means 
of wisdom, does one gain the fruits. 


For actions alone are you and other Jivas entitled. The fruit, 
however, is within My power to give”, this is the purport. Do 
not be governed by desire for the fruits. Do not have the 
feeling that you are the Lord. “He, verily, is the One who 
ordains the meritorious and de-meritorious fruits, does not one 
acquire the fruits from one's actions. By this it is clarified that 
he (Jiva) is different from the Supreme God, thus, in Paingi 
Scripture. 


[Bhagavad Gita - 2.47 from Sri Raghavendra 
Swamigalu virachita "Geetha Vivruti" ] 


This verse from BG is highly popular & everyone is aware of 
and everyone quotes this verse. This verse has taken different 
meanings in the modern world. But are we missing what has 
been preached in this context and what spiritual learning we 
take from this verse? 
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SriMadAcharyaru has nicely provided the bhashya for this 
verse. Sri Raghavendra Swamigalu has detailed this verse very 
beautifully and summarizes all other's commentaries. 


Sruthi says that "Svarga kamO yajetha". It means that to 
attain svarga (heaven) one should do yAga karma. The 
intension here is doing karma (YAga) not with intension of 
Svarga alone. So why do we take this meaning? Why can't I 
say, for the desire of Svarga only I do karma? 


Yes, the answer is given in Isha.Upanishad "Kurvanne iha 
karmani". You are entitled to do the karma in this Human body 
as per vidhi (mandated) set by Vedas. Vedas never meant of 
showing desire over outcome (phala) for any work. So Krishna 
meant that Svarga phala is not permanent, so avoid in the 
outcomes. Even you wish to do karma for the sake of Svarga, 
you will enjoy in Svarga and return to earth. So the effort gone 
useless. 


Arjuna is a aparOksha jnAni (one who has seen GOD with 
Dhyana yoga). So Krishna is referring to not only Arjuna but to 
all aparOksha jnAnis. There is no wrong in desiring the 
outcome (phala) and doing the karma. Since phala not in the 
jeeva's hand, one may avoid expecting exact results. This 
verse also highlights that Ishwara-Jeeva bheda over svatantra 
and asvatantra tattva. So how to do the karma? 


Here karma refers to vihita karma (mandated by Vedas) and 
not our loukikia karma (karma towards materialistic desires). 


Rayaru refers to Brahma sutra " bahistUbhayathApi 
smrutErAchArAcha - (3-4-43)". One should do karma only as 
Bhagavd puja and do with an intention that Lord Sri Krishna 
feel good about your work. Lord accepts the karma and provide 
result (phala) as per the yOgyata of jeeva.

Parjanya means Cloud that releases rain/rainfall. Rain/Rainfall 
is required for sustenance of living beings, for production of 
food grains, for vegetation etc. 


In spiritual terms Parjanya is referred to the rain personified 
God. In Bhagawad Gita - Karma Yoga (3.14) Lord Sri Krishna 
SayS.... 


From food are born the creatures; 

from rain does food become possible. 

By sacrificial act do the rains come to be and the 
sacrifice comes about from action; 


Clouds (ParJanya) are the generating force for the rains which, 
in turn are born out of sacrifice (Yagyna). 


When sacrificial oblations are offered in fire in the prescribed 
manner, it reaches the Sun; from the Sun the rains are 
produced, food from the rains and thereafter the creatures”, 
thus, speak the scriptures; 


For giving birth to vegetation etc. the clouds are known as 
PARJANYA; The actions come to be due to sacrifices and all 
actions flow from and towards Keshava (Lord Vishnu) who is 
established in SAcrifices. PARJANYA in one of the several 
thousand names/attributes of Lord Vishnu; 


"Yagyabhrud yagyakrud yagyii yagyabhrug yagyasadhanah 
Yagyanantakrud yagyaguhyam annam annaada eva cha" 


Lord Vishnu is the protector and supporter of all Yagnas; 


He is the one who is the creator of the sacrifice and the custom 
of Yagna; 
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He is the very purpose and objective of every Yagna; 


He is the protector the one who enjoys and consumes 
everything offered in the Yagna; 


He is contributory factor and the one to whom Yagna is the 
approach; 


the one who is the fruit of the Yagna; 


He is the secret and undercurrent of all Yagna;

Wise emperors such as Janaka achieved salvation through their 
honest discharge of prescribed duties. You (Arjuna) should 
perform your duties for the sake of society. 


Wise emperors such as Janaka have already achieved divine, 
spiritual knowledge and are destined to reach the Lord’s abode. 
If so, why did they continue to perform duties? 


This verse answers by stating that even such people would 
experience deeper levels of bliss in moksha on account of 
additional duties performed. In addition, they performed duties 
to set an example to the masses. Likewise, Arjuna needs to 
focus on duties as he is considered a role model to his citizens. 


While attaining nirvana requires one to acquire divine, spiritual 
knowledge, such knowledge accrues only when someone 
performs prescribed duties without expectations. In that sense 
the relationship between duty and knowledge is like the one 
between a yoke and the shoulders of a person using that yoke 
to till the land. The yoke is an implement, but the actual effort 
is from the person’s shoulders.

All actions are being done by the modes of Prakruthi (Primordial 
matter).

Preferable is one's own ordained Dharma (Perennial Principle) 
even though imperfect, than following Dharma ordained for 
others, even though followed perfectly. Death in performance 
of one's own Dharma is preferable for the Dharma ordained for 
others is fraught with danger.

All articles and substances used in performing Vedic rituals 
(yagna) belong to the Lord. Various sacrifices, ghee and indeed 
fire itself and the ritual activities are all under the control of the 
Lord as He pervades and owns everything. One who 
understands this truth will indeed reach the Lord’s abode. 


Brahman is the act of offering, Brahman is the oblation, 
Brahman is the (sacrificial) fire, by Brahman is the offering 
made, Brahman, verily, is the goal to be attained by the acts of 
equanimity of intellect in Brahman. 


The state of establishment in consciousness is explained here 
by declaring that everything is to be offered to Brahman. All 
this is spoken as Brahman, because all being His emanation 
and subservient to Him. Not because of its being His likeness. 
All that is, is subservient to You and all comes to be because of 
You. The sages speak so, not because all of them bear 
similarity to You, thus in Padma Purana. All, verily, is the vision 
of Your Wisdom. “He, verily, is the wisdom of the Hymns (of 
the Vedas)”, etc. With equanimity of intellect Brahman 
becomes the performer of actions. 


How can pride be renounced? By offering it to Brahman among 
other things. Offering to Brahman means brahmaarpana.

Brahman is the oblation. Brahman is the (sacrificial) fire. 
Brahman is the performance of actions with the equanimity of 
intellect. Even equanimity of intellect is subservient to Him, this 
being the meaning. The resplendent Lord alone is the 
Independent One, thus in Mahabharata. 


All aspects involved in the performance of yagna (sacrifice) are 
under the control of the Lord. This is also consistent with verse 
(4.21), where a wise person was described as one who is 
detached. Sri Rayaru in [GV] explains the proper way of 
interpreting compound words such as brahma havi following 
the interpretation in Sri Madhwacharya’s [GTN]. 


There is a danger that one can interpret brahma havi to mean 
that the sacrifices offered in a sacrifice is identical with the 
Lord. Sri Madhwacharya in [GTN] interprets brahma havi as 
brahmani + havi, meaning the sacrifices offered in a sacrifice 
belongs to the Lord. This applies to other aspects appearing 
this verse. This interpretation is also consistent with the 
characteristics of a wise person described in verses (4.19) - 
(4.23).

One who is sincerely pursuing the path of knowledge with 
sense organs completely under control and focusing on Me (the 
Lord) will attain spiritual knowledge and eventually attain 
eternal bliss. 


How does one obtain such knowledge? This verse answers by 
stating the three prerequisites that one must possess to 
achieve such superior knowledge - faith, self-control, and 
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unswerving devotion to the Lord. One must note that all three 
of these prerequisites must be met.

One who is ignorant, who is devoid of faith, and who is 
doubting will perish. One who doubts these teachings will not 
gain anything of value in this world or in other worlds and will 
never have peace of mind. 


This verse describes the opposite attributes to those in verse 
(4.39). It is known from experience that one who is insincere in 
efforts will not achieve anything of substance in this world even 
when it comes to worldly issues. One, who does not have 
conviction in spiritual principles, will not achieve anything of 
value in this world or afterlife. 


5. KarmaSanyasa Yoga

The simple ones and not the wise ones speak of renunciation 
(of action) and performance of action as distinct. Even if one 
conforms either of these, he gains the advantages of the both. 
The status which one attains from renunciation (of action) is 
attained even from performance of action. He who perceives 
the renunciation and performance of action as same, really 
perceives. Both are same, thus it is clarified in this verse. Only 
the performers of action through wisdom attain the fruits of 
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wisdom. Therefore, even men of wisdom should perform 
actions. Similarly, the householders given to performance of 
actions should acquire wisdom about the Resplendent Lord. 


The performance of one’s action with sense of renunciation 
attains the eternal Brahman. Being wise if one propitiates 
Brahman in the form of Vasudeva either with flowers or 
through pranava or with Primal Mantra deliverance is assured 
for performers of action, men of wisdom and kKnowers of 
Brahman. Even among them there is more bliss for those who 
perform actions which please Sri Vishnu. Performance of action 
without wisdom of Brahman does not bring success. 


Therefore, only those actions which are performed by the 
knowers of Brahman are spoken as actions with the sense of 
renunciation. Only the actions performed by the ascetics is 
called Karma, where kar should be understood as action and 
ma as wisdom. Therefore, even the householders possessing 
wisdom attain the world of the renouncer of actions. There is 
no distinction between the Path of Wisdom and the Path of 
Action. The distinction between the status (as householder and 
ascetic) is because of the constraints on the performance of 
actions by them, thus, in Vyasa Smriti. (GB/GTN)

Learned ones will see the Lord in all beings — in educated, 
pious people, in exalted scholars, in cows, in elephants, in 
dogs, in cruel people who kill animals, and indeed in all. Such 
persons will see the same blemishless Lord of infinite 
auspicious attributes present in everyone. 
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Previous verses (5.16) and (5.17) stated that a seeker must 
first acquire indirect knowledge through scriptural studies. 
When is a seeker considered to have obtained that knowledge? 
This verse states that a seeker who has successfully acquired 
indirect knowledge will know that the same Lord Almighty is 
present everywhere and in everyone. They will know the same 
blemishless Lord of infinite auspicious attributes as present in 
different species of animals. 


Even though there is external difference of forms of the 
creatures, Sri Vishnu is ever present in all of them in entirety, 
even in grass and the rest. 


6. Aatmasamyama Yoga 


WAAd: HAHA He Ha Hiifa F: | 
a deat a apt a a ferftaet aif: | 11] | 


anashritah karma-phalam karyam karma karoti yah 
Sa sannyasi cha yog! cha na niragnir na chakriyah 


One who performs actions without relying on the fruits of 
action, he is renouncer as well as the performer of actions; 
neither the one who is non-sacrificer nor the one who is non- 
performer of actions. 


One who performs prescribed duties without expectations is 
both a real ascetic and a real yogi; not the one who has simply 
relinquished performing ritual fire sacrifices. 


This verse states that a true seeker who has both detachment 
towards outcomes of actions and commitment to performing 
prescribed duties is ready and eligible for dhyana yoga. 


He is the person who is sincerely committed to the Wisdom of 
Brahman who makes his body and the mouth the vehicle, 
instrument for Agni. One who is not devoted to Agni can be 
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neither the renouncer nor the enjoiner by surrendering one’s 
Self. 


Some schools such as sankhya, hold the view that ascetics who 
have relinquished ritual fire sacrifices are the only ones eligible 
for dhyana yoga. This verse clarifies that even ascetics have 
obligations to perform sacrifices such as worship of the Lord, 
learning and preaching scriptures etc., as was stated in verse 
(4.25). Hence all seekers (including ascetics, householders) are 
eligible for dhyana yoga if they perform their prescribed duties 
without expectations.

One should elevate oneself through the mind and 
should never fall into misery because of a weak mind. 
The mind is one’s friend and is also one’s enemy. 


The specialty of this verse is that it has 7 repetitions of the 
word ‘atma’. This.is a remarkably interesting word in Sanskrit 
that has different meanings such as - self, Lord Almighty, 
mind, intellect, devotion etc. One can decipher the actual 
meaning only by looking at the context in which this word is 
used. The above translation interprets the 7 occurrences of 
atma as one, oneself, mind, mind, mind, one and mind. 


Sri Rayaru [GV] provides an alternate meaning of this 
verse by interpreting atma as the Lord Almighty in some 
places. The Lord is one’s friend and the Lord is also one’s 
enemy. Hence, one must strive to earn the Lord’s grace 
and one must avoid earning His wrath. 
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Jiva, the se/f elevates himself from this life with the help of the 
Supreme Self. Sri Vishnu, ever a kinsman to the noble ones 
and enemy for the evil ones. That means, to the one who is 
devoted to the Lord, he acts as his friend through grace; for 
others he is enemy.

For one who wins over the mind with the intellect, the 
mind is indeed a friend. For one who cannot win over the 
mind, it becomes an enemy (the Lord becomes a friend to 
the devoted, and an enemy to those not devoted). 


This verse provides the reason for the mind to be someone’s 
friend or enemy. For one who has developed control over the 
mind using the intellect, the mind is a friend. For such a 
seeker, the mind is a fertile ground for performing 
concentrated meditation on the Lord. 


For one who has.no control over the mind, the mind itself 
becomes an enemy. So, the mind is like a key, which can be 
used to both lock and open a door. 


A second interpretation as per Sri Rayaru in [GV] is as follows: 
For a seeker who has won over the Lord through devotion, the 
Lord becomes a friend. Those who are not devoted to the Lord 
will have the Lord as their enemy. In the above two 
interpretations the word ‘atma’ has been translated as intellect 
and devotion, respectively.

Practicing such meditation, one who has gained complete 
control over the mind, is able to see the Lord within oneself 
and experience bliss. (6.20) 


One who has reached such a state will experience happiness 
beyond the reach of the sense organs that can only be 
comprehended by the intellect and will not lead the mind away 
from the Lord. (6.21) 
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One who experiences such happiness will not find anything 
more valuable and will not panic even in the most challenging 
situations. (6.22) 


This path that frees one completely from misery is the real 
yoga. A seeker should practice such yoga with mental 
conviction detached from worldly pleasures. (6.23) 


These 4 verses describe the experience of a yogi who is 
immersed in dhyana meditation. They are characterized as 
follows: 


the mind, which is under control, will not seek any outside 
material. 


the yogi experiences inner bliss by visualizing the Lord within. 


the yogi experiences a level of happiness that cannot be 
comprehended by sense organs. 


the mind is focused steadfastly on the Lord and does not stray. 
the yogi does not consider anything else as more valuable. 
the yogi is not impacted by worldly distress. 


Sri Rayaru in [GV] clarifies that this state of meditation not 
only helps a seeker conquer any existing unhappiness but 
ensures that the seeker will not experience unhappiness in 
future also.

Such a seeker is able to visualize the Lord in all beings and see 
all beings under the control of Lord the Almighty. Such a 
seeker has the realization that the all-pervading Lord present in 
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all beings is equal in infinite, auspicious attributes. This verse 
describes the aspects of Lord Almighty as visualized by a yogi 
practicing dhyana meditation.

One who sees Me (Lord Sri Krishna) everywhere and who 
sees everything in Me will never lose Me and I will never 
be lost to that person. 


This verse states the special benefit accruing to a seeker who 
performs dhyana meditation using the procedures described 
previously. Such a seeker will see the Lord residing in everyone 
and everything and will also know the Lord as the controller of 
everything in the universe. The Lord will take care of such a 
seeker who will always be devoted to Him.

No doubt it is exceedingly difficult to control the wavering 
mind. It can be controlled by practice (of dhyana meditation) 
and detachment (from sense pleasures). (6.35) 
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One who cannot achieve control over the mind can never 
benefit from meditation. One should strive to achieve mind- 
control through continuous practice, focus and concentrated 
meditation. (6.36) 


In these two verses, the Lord prescribes two ways for one to 
achieve control over the mind. One would be to keep practicing 
dhyana meditation and the other would be to develop 
detachment from sense pleasures. 


Both these are not easy to achieve but one must strive to 
continuously practice and over time one will be able to control 
one’s mind. Meditation and detachment will help one develop 
control over one’s mind. 


One can question as to why one would need to develop 
detachment by avoiding indulgence in sensual pleasures 
as one can wait for such time till all desires are exhausted. 


Sri Jaya Teertha in [PD] uses the example of a wayward, drunk 
elephant which naturally becomes tame with exhaustion. But 
this is not true of sense organs. It is impossible to satiate 
sense organs by mere consumption. 


For example, one who craves good food and consumes it 

in excess may temporarily feel satisfied and in fact may 
refuse more food due to exhaustion. However, this feeling 
does not last, and the craving comes back the next day. So, 
one must continuously practice detachment to achieve 
control over one’s mind.

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One who indulges in even limited virtuous activities will never 
experience downfall. Sri Krishna answers in verse (6.40) 
stating that a seeker who has tried to perform prescribed 
activities, meditation etc., will not experience any ill effects 
either in this world or hereafter. They will not be denied birth in 
human species. And they will indeed not be relegated to hell. 
Even limited but sincere efforts will save such seekers from 
downfall.

Such a person who was engaged in many virtuous acts in 
his/her lifetime, although imperfectly, will reach the heavenly 
world hereafter and will be reborn, in due course, in a pious 
and prosperous family. (6.41) 


Or such a person could be reborn in a family of learned yogis 
(seekers on the path of self-realization). Although, it is 
extremely difficult and rare to get such births. (6.42) 


Such seekers who have made sincere attempts at performing 
their prescribed duties and have not succeeded in perfectly 
completing dhyana meditation will receive additional 
opportunities for fulfillment in future births. They could be 
reborn in advantageous circumstances such as in pious, 
prosperous families or families of learned yogis. 
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It is rare for someone to get such opportunities. Those who are 
blessed to be born in such circumstances will have the right 
environment for scriptural learnings and will also be in the 
company of pious, learned teachers which will surely help them 
in their spiritual journey.

Based on practice gained in previous births, the seeker can 
focus the mind effortlessly on meditation, will be rid of sins, 
and will ultimately achieve liberation. (6.44) 


The Lord explains the activities of a yogi who is reborn. Such a 
seeker who was not able to complete a spiritual journey ina 

previous birth, being born in advantageous circumstances is 

able to continue the spiritual journey and perform dhyana with 
more precision, finally leading to liberation. Even those seekers 
who are not inclined to perform focused dhyana meditation will 
find themselves on that path, out of habit from previous births.

In this verse, the Lord clarifies that a seeker who is desirous of 
achieving moksha will continue to make sincere attempts on 
the spiritual path and will eventually be rid of sins and reach 
His abode. It must be noted that mere intention to perform 
prescribed activities and dhyana meditation are not enough. 
That intention must be followed by sincere attempts at 
execution.

Immerse yourself in such intense 
meditation on the Lord. 


In this verse, the Lord extolls the virtues of dhyana yoga. 
Performing concentrated meditation on the Lord, being fully 
aware of the Lord’s infinite auspicious attributes devoid of 
blemishes, and performing prescribed activities only as an 
offering the Lord without expectations is the most superior 
path for a seeker to attain the Lord.

A seeker who performs such dhyana yoga with devotion 
to the Lord is superior.

The Lord concludes the teaching on dhyana yoga meditation by 
describing the relative gradations among seekers who perform 
such yoga. Some perform their prescribed activities and 
exercise concentrated meditation on the Lord. When such 
meditation is combined with devotion to the Lord (and is not 
done just mechanically), such efforts are considered superior 
by the Lord. 


Seekers who go a step further and offer their service to the 
Lord are even more superior. Finally, seekers who perform 
prescribed duties with devotion, with their minds fully 
immersed in the Lord and also serve the Lord without any 
expectation is considered by Lord Sri Krishna to be the most 
superior among all seekers.

Earth, water, fire, wind, space, mind, intellect, and 
individuation are the eight different parts of inert nature that 
are under My control. 
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This verse explicitly states that inert nature which is made up 
of the basic elements (earth, fire, water, wind, space) and the 
principles of mind, individuation, and intellect are all under the 
control of the Lord. Sri Rayaru clarifies in [GV], quoting from 
[GB] that the principle of individuation (ahankara) also includes 
the superior principle of cosmic intelligence (mahat).

These eight divisions of inert nature are in the lower aspect of 
nature. Different from, and superior to inert nature and all 
living beings is Mother Nature (Goddess Mahalakshmi) who 
provides shelter to all and supports the entire universe. The 
Lord is superior to Goddess Mahalakshmi and all liberated 
souls who have achieved moksha. In this verse, He identifies 
other, sentient components of the universe such as individual 
souls, liberated souls, and the ever-liberated Goddess 
Mahalakshmi, and clarifies that they too are under His control.

All living beings are born from inert nature and sentient 
nature. Through these two aspects of nature I am responsible 
for the creation and dissolution of the universe. 


The universe is made up of inert matter and sentient nature. 
Lord Krishna further clarifies that not only are the components 
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of the universe under His control, but He is also responsible for 
the creation and dissolution of the universe. 


The Lord states ‘aham prabhavaha pralayaha’ which literally 
means ‘I am creation and dissolution’. 


Sri Rayaru in [GV] quoting Sri Madhwacharya’s [GB] clarifies 
that the actual meaning of this phrase is ‘I am responsible for 
creation and dissolution’ stating that the phrase is used ina 
figurative sense.

There is no entity in this universe that is superior to Me (Lord 
Sri Krishna). Everything in the universe is supported by Me, 
just like a garland of pearls is supported by a string. (7.7) 


This verse is one of the most quoted verses in the Gita as it 
emphatically captures the Lord’s declaration that He is the 
Supreme One, and everything and everyone in the universe are 
under His control — in other words, the principle of Vishnu’s 
Supremacy (Vishnu Sarvottamatva). 


While the Lord had indicated that everything in the universe 
acts under His control and He is responsible for the universe’s 
creation and dissolution, 


He clarifies that there is no one superior to Him and He 

is also responsible for the sustenance of the universe. Any 
confusion that some may have that perhaps Maya (or 
illusion) covers even the Lord, is categorically 

dispelled here. 


It is interesting to note the simile of a bunch of pearls 
supported by a string is used here to describe the Lord 
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supporting the universe. While one can see pearls worn by 
someone, the string is not visible. But if the string were to 
snap, the pearls will not hold together. 


Sri Venkatesha Stothram from Brahmanda Purana extolls the 
Lord as... 


“SreeNrusimho MahAaSimhah SootrakaArah PuraAthanah" 


He is the supporter to the entire universe and its beings like a 
SoothrakaAra; like a suUtra (thread) in a necklace of beads. 


Similarly, while the Lord supports the universe, one cannot see 
Him. He indeed works in mysterious ways.

After many births and deaths, he who is always in knowledge, 
surrenders unto Me, knowing Me to be the cause of all causes 
and all that is. Such a great soul is very rare. At the end of 
many lives, the man or awareness reaches Me, considering that 
Vasudeva is all that is. Such great self is exceptional one. At 
the end of many lives he becomes aware, therefore, it is said in 
Brahma Puraana: “Being aware after taking many births, he 
attains to Me”. The ones who knows thus are very rare in the 
world, while all are, verily, the mixed aspirants.

Many in this world, devoid of true divine knowledge due to their 
obsession with worldly riches, perform stipulated rituals as per 
their innate nature and propitiate other, lesser deities. (7.20) 


Whoever sincerely wishes to worship other deities with 
devotion, I grant them the required unflinching faith. (7.21) 


Such a devotee will propitiate the chosen deity with unflinching 
faith and will receive the fruits of the worship which are 
actually granted by Me (intrinsically residing in that specific 
deity). (7.22) 


Those who propitiate other deities due to their limited 
understanding, will receive only minimum, temporary fruits. On 
the other hand, those who are primarily devoted to Me will 
ultimately reach Me and experience eternal bliss. 


Those people whose hearts are distorted by desires, propelled 
by their na-ture resort to other gods, observing disparate 
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rituals. In whatever form a devotee desires to worship with 
receptivity (Shraddha), each of their receptivity, I make stable. 
The equanimous one with receptivity resorts to worship Me 
alone and receives the desires which are ordained by Me. 
Transient is fruit which accrues to them, of little intellect, the 
worshippers of the gods going to those gods; My devotees 
coming to Me alone. 


Even after knowing Sri Vishnu as the Supreme One, those who 
propitiate Ramaa, Brahma, Hara and others as the superior 
ones, though such worship, they enter the dark world of tamas 
(obscurity), offering the eternal misery, to those born in the 
family of those who have no awareness. Whereas Sri Vishnu 
alone is fully to be propitiated because without knowing this 
principles of propitiating Sri Vishnu other propitiation becomes 
disparate. Knowledge comes to be used only for the 
satisfaction of the body. If by discrimination one becomes 
aware of the truth, then other gods should be worshipped 
knowing them to be the members of His family. The worship 
done unknowingly and later given up, does not bring any 
demerits. Only it causes re-births. In the subsequent life the 
Lord Himself grants quick recollection making some one the 
instrument of the proper mode of worship. 


Sri Rayaru clarifies in [GV] that it is not prohibited for one to 
worship other deities; one should worship other deities as 
members of the Lord Almighty’s entourage (parivara) and not 
separately.

To the 
extent Sri Hari knows Himself, no one else can know Him. 
Other like Ramaa and others know Him with his grace to some 
extent according to their gradation.

This verse states that the reward for one worshipping the Lord 
is attainment of spiritual knowledge about: Brahman (The 
Supreme Lord), adhyatma (prime self) and karma (fruitive 
action). 


For one to escape worldly entanglements, it is important to 
learn about the Lord’s nature in addition to worshipping the 
Lord with steadfast conviction, as proper knowledge 
strengthens conviction.

aksharam brahma paramam svabhavo ‘dhyatmam uchyate 
bhuta-bhavodbhava-karo visargah karma-sanjnitah 
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‘Brahma’ refers to the imperishable Lord who pervades 
everything and everyone. ‘Adhyatma’ refers to the material 
equipment that allows a soul to act (body, sense organs, 
conscience). ‘Karma’ refers to the Lord’s act of creation 
which is responsible for the birth and existence of all 

living beings. 


Indestructible and Supreme is Brahman; his essential nature is 
said to be the Self. Action symbolizes the creative force by 
which the creatures come into being.

The five basic elements of material nature (earth, fire, water, 
space, wind) form ‘Adhibhoota’. Superior deities who reside 
inside and govern the physical bodies of living beings (namely 
Sesha, the serpent deity and the four faced deity Brahma) form 
‘Adhidaiva’. Powering all living beings and the consumer of 
offerings in all sacrifices is Me, going by the name of 
‘Adhiyajna’ (Lord of Sacrifice). 


As the indweller in the bodies of creatures, Sri Vishnu is known 
as adhiyajnya; He alone in his all-pervading nature is 
celebrated as Brahman, by His additional nature of sacrifice, of 
effervescence, in principle the Supreme Lord is known as 
Supreme Self. The creation of the Gross elements and the Jiva 
is said to the act of the Sri Hari. Since Jivas are superior among 
the all, the creatures, they are also known as adhibhoota. The 
superior divinity is Sri Vishnu, hence Sri Rama establishing 
herself in His heart is known as adhidaivata by the human 
beings” thus in Tattva Viveka text.

At the time of departure, remembering Me alone, whoever 
leaves his body, he comes to be of My nature; of this there is 
never any doubt. 


Whatever entity one thinks of at the time of leaving one’s 
body, one will attain the same entity (due to the force of 
habit). 


Whatever nature one remembers at the time of leaving the 
body, that nature, verily, he will ever characterize, O Kaunteya. 
Therefore, during all the time remember Me and fight. When 
your Mind and Intellect is offered to Me alone, to Me alone you 
shall come without any doubt. 


In order that there should be no contradiction or confusion in 
the mind of the ignorant ones, the adjective Anta in the end 
has been placed, (not that such remembrance should be only 
at the time of departure). The wise ones have no such doubts. 
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When the unwise man may leave the body without 
remembering. 


There is no doubt that at the time of leaving the body no one 

remembers (the Lord) because of sorrow etc.” “At the time of 
leaving the body his frontal portion shines and in that light the 
self leaves", thus the scriptures say. Therefore, when the time 
of departure comes one should ever be attuned to His nature. 


Sri Madhwacharya in his Bhagavata Tatparya Nirnaya 
[BTN] commentary on the epic Bhagavata Maha Purana 
[BMP] (10.1.42) quotes the Naradeeya Purana and states 
that one’s innate eligibility and the Lord’s will are the 
deciding factors in determining one’s next birth (in 
addition to one’s final thoughts). Thus, one who is thinking 
of angels during the last moments may not be born as an 
angel but may be born in the vicinity of angels.

Except through the Brahmanaadi, when the life goes over to 
other stages, the Jiva gets displaced without attaining 
deliverance. As said in Vyasa Yoga and Moksha Dharma, “When 
the Jiva goes through eyes, he goes to the Sun, similarly 
through the ears etc...”. hridi, in the heart means in Sriman 
Narayana. Thus, in Padma Puraana - “Attracts this world 
towards Yourself, therefore, You are known as the heart”. 
When the Primal Breath is stationed in the head, it is not 
possible to abide in the Heart, thus, in Vyas Yoga. “Wherever 
the Primal Breath abides, even there the Jiva and the Mind 
abide”.

a-brahma-bhuvanal lokah punar avartino ‘rjuna 
mam upetya tu kaunteya punar janma na vidyate 


Whoever with unwavered mind and ever constantly meditates 
on Me, for that man of equanimity in constant meditation, O 
Partha, I am easily accessible. Having attained Me, the great 
souls having reached the Supreme Goal will not return to 
rebirth, the miserable and impermanent place. From the realm 
of Brahma downwards, the worlds are subject to recurrence, 
but having attained Me, O Arjuna, rebirth does not come to be. 


Sri Krishna praises attainment of the Supreme State as the 
singular goal. Starting from Brahma, who dwells on the 
mountain Meru, there is no return, thus it is said in Narayana 
Kalpa. “In all the cases concerned with worlds, from the world 
of (four-faced) Brahma on Maha Meru mountain to the world of 
human beings, there is no possibility of attaining the Supreme 
Being", thus also having been said. 


Deliverance from samsara and attaiing the supreme Lord is 
possible only through exclusive devotion or Bhakti. Those 
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whose desire is to enjoy the heavenly pleasures free from 
disease, degeneration and old age will soon return to the 
Samsara again without reaching the goal, whereas the 
devotees of the lord reach the goal.

Above sloka defines a day of Lord Brahma as equivalent to 
1000 Maha Yugas and a night of Brahma is of equal duration of 
another 1000 Maha Yugas; 


Each Maha Yuga having a duration of 43,20,000 human years. 


The duration of half a day in the life of Lord Brahma that is 
equivalent to 1000 Mahayugas is known as KALPA; 


In terms of TIME (kAaLA), Kalpa means an Aeon, 
immeasurably long period of time equivalent to 432 crores 
(4.32 billion) of years in Hindu cosmology. 


With night of same duration, 


a day (day + night) in the life of Lord Brahma is equal to 2 
KALPAS = 2000 Maha Yugas = 864 crores (8.64 billion) of 
human years. 


Those who know this arithmetic are verily knowers of 
Kaalaganana.

Sahasra means immeasurable. BrahmaNa is supremely 
immeasurable, infinite. The unmanifest who has become 
manifest, only the nights and days being spoken in reference to 
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unmanifest Brahman. The arrival of the night is when the 
universe gets dissolved by the four-faced Brahma. Sri Hari 
alone is the Eternal Time, He himself being both night and the 
day. The night and day is said to be like the closing and 
opening his eye-lids, as formal statement.

At the beginning of the day all the manifest things came and 
with the beginning of the night they return again as the 
unmanifest. The multitude of beings come again and again in 
existence, 0’ Partha, cease at the approach of the night and 
streaming again at the coming of the day. Beyond this, verily, 
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there exists another un-manifest which is the Eternal un- 
manifest, which even after the destruction of all the beings 
does not perish. 


“Till the end of many ages, it is night and day for Sri Vishnu. 
When the night falls everything gets merged and when the day 
dawns all comes to be created” thus in Maha Kurma Puraana. 


Sri Madhwacharya in [GTN] states that the word nimesha (time 
to bat an eyelid) is used to informally indicate the split second 
of time taken for creation or dissolution of the universe. 


Sri Vishnu Sahasranama stothram (sloka #23) describes 

Sri Vishnu as Nimisho-a-nimishah Animishah means, the one 
who is ever awake, ever alert, and ever vigilant; the one who 
keeps a continuous vigil on his devotees. 


The multitudes of living beings and inert nature are repeatedly 
created, and they undergo dissolution into the Lord and will 
again be created. This is the cycle of creation, sustenance, and 
dissolution. The process of creation and dissolution of the 
universe are continuous and endless. 


This unmanifest principle is the Lord Almighty, to reach whom, 
is the goal of everyone. One who reaches Him will never return 
to this world. Such is My supreme form. 


Verse (8.21) clarifies that He goes by the name of Akshara 
(one without decay) because of His imperishable nature. This 
verse also states that one who reaches the Lord’s abode will 
never return to the earth.

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The Supreme One is reachable only by pure, exclusive 
devotion. Such a Lord is resident in all beings and pervades the 
entire universe. As per Sri Rayaru [GV], this verse clarifies 
that devotion to the Lord is the preeminent path.

I will speak to you, O Arjuna, of the time, during which if the 
equanimous ones depart and never return, and also of the time 
during which if departed, they do return. 


Fire, light, day, the bright fortnight, the six months of the 
northern course, the people traversing on that path, wise in 
wisdom of Brahman, go to the Absolute. 
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Smoke, night, similarly the dark fortnight, the six months of 
the southern course - the equanimous one traversing that path 
and attaining the lunar light, returns. 


Never will the equanimous one who knows the Paths, O Partha, 
be deluded. Therefore, in all the circumstances, O Arjuna, you 
should be firm in equanimity. 


O Arjuna, superior among Bharatas! I will now teach you about 
the paths taken by seekers from which they will either return 
to this world or not return to this world. The paths are 
identified by their respective governing deities. (8.23) 


Eligible seekers, leaving this world through the path of deities 
governing fire, light, daytime, fortnight of the waxing moon, 
and the first half of a lunar year, will reach the abode of the 
Lord and will not return to this world. (8.24) 


Other seekers leaving this world through the path of deities 
governing smoke, nighttime, the fortnight of waning moon, and 
the second half of a lunar year will reach the land of the Moon 
deity and will return to this world again. (8.25) 


These two paths are permanent and are termed as the ‘Shukla’ 
path and the ‘Krishna’ path. Those leaving through the first 
path will not return and those leaving through the second path 
will return to this world. (8.26) 


Some commentators adopt the literal translation of the times 
and periods indicated in these verses and wrongly conclude 
that the destination of a soul depends on the time, day, 
fortnight, and month of leaving this world. 


Reference to the time periods indicated in these verses should 
be interpreted to mean the respective governing deities. After 
all, Time is inert. How can time determine the destination of a 
soul? 


Sri Madhvacharya clarifies (GB) 
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“Now those who die during Dakshinaayana, the period of 
southern part of the sun, they receive respects due to those 
ancient fathers, and acquiring likeness of the Moon, attain the 
corresponding world. 


But those who are qualified to receive Wisdom of Brahman, 
they having received the appropriate respect in the world of 
Sun and the Moon, attain finally the world of Brahman. Thus 
for one who is Wise in Wisdom of Brahman there is no return 
even if death comes in Uttaraayan or Dakshinayan”. 


Thus the wise ones have expressed their view that the knower 
of the Brahman will not return even if he dies in Dakshinaayan. 
“The Knower of the Brahman (Aparoksha Jnaanis) attains the 
Supreme whenever he may have died”, thus in Padma 
Puraana. 


In Mahabharata, it was stated that Bheeshma waits till the 
onset of uttarayana (first half of the lunar year) to leave this 
world. Does this not imply the superiority of one period over 
the other? 


It is clarified by Sri Jaya Teertha in [ND] that among those who 
attain liberation, the ones who leave their body during the 
period of uttarayana experience higher bliss. One must 
remember that as Bheeshma was an iccha marani and had the 
power to decide the time of his exit from the world his situation 
cannot be generalized. 


In summary, a soul’s destination after leaving the physical 
body is based on the efforts and performance during it's 
lifetime in this world and acquisition of divine, spiritual 
knowledge, including knowledge about the paths taken 
hereafter. The destination is not determined by the time of the 
soul leaving the body. Sri Rayaru also clarifies this in [GV] 
quoting the Brahma Sutra (4.2.22).

The Bright and the Dark Paths are said to be everlasting ones. 
The one who traverses on one path does not return and the 
one who traverses the other, returns. Knowing whatever 
meritorious fruits are assigned to Vedic studies, to sacrifices, to 
austerities and charity, the equanimous one attains the 
Supreme and Primal state. 


The one who knowing this Truth and process of attaining it 
performs actions, will never forget the supreme God. 
Therefore, it is said in Skanda Purana: “Knowing these two 
paths along with the process, the instruments and the 
methodology, the one is not deluded in knowing the final goal”. 


He who sees these Paths and the Brahman through the 
knowledge of the Supreme God, attains the Supreme State of 
Brahman which is more meritorious than the study of the 
Vedas etc. Thus Padma Purana. 


9. Rajavidya-rajaguhya Yoga 


While the Lord has infinite auspicious forms, attributes, 
activities etc., there are eight activities of the Lord Almighty 
that directly impact living beings. They are — creation (Srishti), 
sustenance (Stithi), dissolution (laya), regulation (niyamana), 
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knowledge (jnana), ignorance (ajnana), bondage (bandha) and 
liberation (moksha). Together they are called Janmadi ashtaka 
and they are also covered in this chapter. 


This chapter is called the Path of Supreme Knowledge (‘Raja 
Vidya Yoga’) as it teaches these particularly important concepts 
about the Lord. It is also called the Path of Supreme Secrets 
(‘Raja Guhya Yoga’) as it should only be taught to the faithful 
and the deserving.

Under My guidance the Nature gives birth to all the animate 
and the inanimate. In this manner, O Arjuna, does the world 
operate. Under My supervision, Mother Nature creates the 
universe made up of sentient and inert objects. Through 
mother nature, the universe undergoes the cycle of repeated 
creation. 


“The Prakriti which gives birth to the universe is herself given 
birth by the Lord, who creates the beings according to the 
actions of each of the beings”, similarly thus in scriptures. 


Sri Rayaru explains in [GV] that adhyaksha means one who is 
overseeing or supervising the activity as aksha means 

seeing. One who has supervision on each of the created beings. 
Therefore, He is Adhipathi (Adhyaksha), Lord of the Creation.

The deluded know Me not, who has taken habitation in the 
human form; they do not realize the supreme attributes of 
Mine, as the Lord of all creatures. Deluded by futile desires, 
futile endeavours and futile knowledge and futile understanding 
these people take shelter in demonic unenlightened nature. But 
the great-souled, O Partha, abiding in My divine nature, 
knowing this imperishable source of beings propitiate Me with 
undistracted mind. Ever eulogizing Me, steadfast in their 
efforts, bowing down to Me in communion, they worship Me, 
ever disciplined. 


Ignorant ones look at the Lord’s incarnations such as Rama, 
Vamana, Krishna etc., and assume that the Lord too has a 
human like body. They are not able to comprehend the Lord’s 
infinite attributes and strength. The reason for their ignorance 
is their innate nature which the Lord describes using the word 
‘prakrutim’ (by nature). Some even have hatred towards the 
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Lord. Such demoniac people will not achieve any lasting 
rewards or Spiritual knowledge, and hence will not be able to 
perform any activity that would lead to liberation. 


In the epic Bhagavata Maha Purana (7 canto, 7-1-32), there 
is a discussion on Shishupala (the king of Chedi and a known 
adversary of Krishna) who hurled many abuses at the Lord and 
was killed by Him. As per [BMP], ultimately Shishupala 
achieves moksha.

Some interpret this to mean that even those who constantly 
hate the Lord are thinking about Him incessantly and 

hence are eligible for moksha. It is clarified in Sri 
Madhwacharya’s [MBTN] verse 21-259, and [BTN] verse 
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7-1-32, that Shishupala actually had two separate souls 
resident in his body. One was the pious soul of Jaya (one 
of the doorkeepers of the Lord’s abode) and the other was 
that of a demon. Due to a curse, Jaya had to endure being 
in Shishupala’s body. When Shishupala was killed by 

Lord Krishna, Jaya attained the Lord, while the demoniac 
soul was relegated to eternal hell. 


Never-ever do dosha chintana, samsaya of Lord Vishnu, his 
qualities/attributes, symbolism, avatharas, capacity, merits, 
leela, sarvottamatva/supremacy. Such devotion only which is 
devoid of all these is declared as real devotion. Avoid hatred 
against the Supreme God Vishnu to avoid suffering in life; 
complete misery resulting from such hatred stays eternally. 


Sri Rayaru in [GV] explains that the Lord is not subject to 
fourfold decay -— (i) in the physical body (as He has a 
transcendental body), (ii) in the soul (as no soul is subject to 
decay), (iii) in attributes (as the Lord is full of infinite 
auspicious attributes) and (iv) in happiness (as He is always 
devoid of misery).

Ritual means sacrifices like agnishtoma etc. Sacrifice means 
renunciation of wealth etc. at the feet of the Lord. “It is also 
been said that in reference to the Lord the renunciation of 
wealth etc. is Sacrifice”. 


He sees with one's eyes, therefore He is saakshi. He sees all 
this with His own eyes. Since He sees thus, He is known as 
saakshi. For the liberated, He is the shelter and also for those 
who are worried (thus in Bashkala Section of Rigveda). He is 
the Supreme as well as the shelter to the liberated. At the time 
of dissolution, the entire universe becomes established in Him. 
Therefore, he is the resting place. Having pure Vision, I saw 
the entire universe being established by Maya (the power of 
Illusion) in the Supreme Being. 


Since He is propitiated by all, He is ritual. Since all his forms 
are similar, He is saama. Since he is the object of sacrifice from 
all, He is yajus.. Being the knower of sacrifices, He is yajna or 
offerings. Since He is the motivator in universe, He is kratu: 
the rituals. Since he is not supported by none other than 
Himself, He is svadha offerings to the ancestors. Since he is 
meditated upon, He is mantra the Vedic chants. Since He is 
solace to the afflicted, He is Aaushadhi. Since He is superior, 
He is Aajya the first offering of ghee. Since He is dara, the 
holder of the conch. Since He is himself the oblation in the 
sacrifices, He is Aahuit. Since He is the energizer of the earth, 
He is Agni. 


The Lord being Independent by Himself, is different from all the 
above things and yet inseparable from them. Being their 
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essence, He is known by those things. Since He is referred to 
as Aum in the sacrifices Sri Hari is Aumkaara. He patronizes, 
therefore, He is the father; understands child”s needs, 
therefore, the mother. Since He is superior to father of the 
creation (Prajapati Brahma) He is grandsire. Since He is the 
ultimate abode of the world, He is foundation. Since He shields 
the frightened, He is the refuge. Since He is the cause for the 
worlds, He is the seed, thus, the Lord is referred. 


Since at the time of dissolution, he destroys all, He is 
dissolution and on other occasions, He is the death. Since in 
normal times abiding in the body sustains life and distancing 
death, He is known as Immortal. In times of dissolution since 
he exterminates all, He is known as Death. Since He is known 
as Sri Vishnu, full of auspicious attributes, He is Sat. Since 
there is nothing else than Him, He is a-Sat as well. Thus, 
according to Shabda Nimaya. (GB)

Ananya means 'no' anya, single minded devotion (emphasis on 
Ananya Bhakti), exclusive devotion towards the Supreme God 
who is, Hari Sarvottama. 
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For such people the Supreme God; one and the only Reality, 
the One Who has saved Ambarish, Draupadi, Gajendra, 
Prahlada etc. etc. 


is giving an assurance, openly proclaiming that, He would take 
care of their welfare (Yoga/Kshema); in a supreme spiritual 
sense the liberation. 


*Ananya Bhakti = No Anya Bhakti = Only Hari Bhakti = Hari 
Sarvottamatva through Vaayu Jeevottamatva* 


It doesn't mean that one should not worship Ithara Devatas 
like Ganapati, Subramanya, Rudra etc. They are Vishnu 
Parivaara Devatas; they should not be ignored. They should be 
worshipped appropriately with proper anusandhana and as per 
Taratamya; while focus should always be on > Hari 
Sarvottama.

That means whoever offers Me with devotion a leaf, a flower, a 
fruit, or water, that I accept, offered with pure-mind and 
devotion. 


It is not the intricacies of their design, elaborateness of the 
ritual, nor the splendour of gold and wealth exhibited, nor even 
the number of devotees attending, that contribute to their 
essential success. 


Ultimately it is the sincerity and devotion (Bhakti) that counts 
in divine worship. 


The very language and diction of the above stanza clearly 
sound the note that the material objects that one might offer 
are of no value to the Lord of the Universe, but it is the 
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devotion and love that prompt the offerings that are accepted 
by the Deity. 


Be it "a leaf, a flower, a fruit, or water” it is but an insignificant 
thing that you offer; be it a golden temple, or be it a dry leaf, 
“whosoever with devotion offers" whatever be the offering, 
Lord Sri Krishna assures "THAT I ACCEPT." 


For, when lovingly given, it becomes "a devout gift" and when 
it is offered by a sincere "pure minded” devotee, Lord has to 
accept it. 


Therefore, on the whole, it is clear that an offering can be 
efficient, only when it is accompanied basically by two required 
conditions;

(Kuchela) etc. who went to Lord Sri Krishna and offered Him 
with utmost humility, sincerity and devotion.

He is omnipresent and dwells in the entire universe facing all 
directions. It is the universal form/cosmic form of Lord Vishnu 
the Cosmic Purusha who is PURUSHOTTAMA. 


It is multi-dimensional manifestation that contains everything 
that is in the Universe. Sacred hymns like Purusha Sooktha, 
Naaraayana Sooktha, Sri Vishnu Sahasranaama Stothram etc. 
describe the symbolism of Lord Vishnu. 


We also find a reference to this attribute (Viswathomukha) of 
Lord Vishnu in Bhagawadgita, Viswaroopa Darshana Yoga 
(sloka # 10-11 of 11th Canto) where Arjuna witnesses this 
gigantic form of the Supreme God Viswathomukha.

Universal Form (Vishwaroop) means complete form in entirety

are called anant - without any end”. The reference to the Lord’s 
infinite organs mirrors the description in the Purusha Sookta.

Kshetrajna the knower of the field is, verily, Sri Vishnu; no one 
else understands His nature. Know the supreme One to be 
distinct than the manifest and the un-manifest.

He is distinct from 
the Jiva always and in all respects. Possessed of accessibility 
and mobility on all directions, He is all-powerful. Even to the 
root of his hair, He, verily, is Sri Krishna Yadava. In the 
smallest of the small form He is secured, associated 
accessibility and mobility. Established in places, his accessibility 
and mobility remain extended on all direction. Even entering all 
the objects of senses, He is Known as Aprakruta - the 
unmanifest, Anindriyah — inaccessible to senses, with pure 
auspicious form, Acala — immovable, without any modifications, 
chara - moveable, manifests in all places, not only pervades 
everything but also abides within the centre of even the 
minutest of the atom, everywhere, near as well as far, of 
eternal power, even though displays seeming contradictory 
attributes, not contradictory to each other. (GB) 


Kshetrajna is not in reference to the Jiva. Kshetrajna is one 
who being pure and beyond modifications is capable of 
creating, with his Will, in the waking state the actual and in the 
dream and dreamless states, the experiences subject to 
modifications and hence not eternal.

The field of activity is comprised of the following - the five 
basic elements of nature (earth, water, fire, space, air), the 
principles of individuation, consciousness, intellect and the 
three qualities of nature which comprise the unmanifest. Along 
with these are the eleven sense organs (five organs of 
perception, five organs of action and mind), five objects of the 
sense organs (form, smell, sound, taste, touch), emotions of 
desire, disdain, pleasure, pain, the physical body, mental 
propensity, and determination (all these entities have 
governing deities). The deities who control the components of 
the field of activity are described by Sri Rayaru in [GV] as 
follows- 


1. The five basic elements of nature: space (Ganapathy), 
air (Mareechi), fire (Vahni), water (Varuna), and 

earth (Dhara Devi) 

2. The four cosmic principles: avyakta - unmanifest 
(Lakshmi), mahat -— cosmic intelligence (Brahma), 
ahankara - individuation (Rudra), buddhi - intellect 


(Parvati) 
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3. The mind (Skanda, Indra, Aniruddha - son of Kama) 

4. 5 sense organs of perception: ear (Moon), skin 

(Marut), eyes (Sun), tongue (Varuna), nose (Ashwini 
twins) 

5. Five sense organs of action: voice (Agni), hands 
(Maruts), Feet (Yagna, Shambhu), excretory organs 
(Yama), organs of reproduction (Shiva, Manu) 

6. Five objects of sense organs: sound, touch, form, taste, 
smell (five children of Shiva) 

The above 25 principles result in the effects of emotions 
indicated in (13.7). The governing entities for these effects 
are indicated below: 

Desire (Sreedevi and Bharatidevi), disdain (Kali), 

sadness (Dwapara), happiness (Mukhya Vayu), 
determination and boldness (Saraswati, Bharati), mental 
propensity (Sreedevi), physical Body (other deities)

This verse uses the term antaram (difference) to indicate the 
difference between kshetra (living beings and nature) and the 
kshetrajna (the Lord Almighty). 


One who can, through the eyes of knowledge, clearly 
understand the difference between the field of activity, the 
knower of the field of activity and the method to achieve 
liberation from nature’s bondage, will surely attain the Lord’s 
abode. Those who perceive within themselves with the eye or 
wisdom, ‘the Field, the Lord or the Field and the manner or 
deliverance of the creatures from Prakriti, they attain the 
Supreme. 


The relationship between the three entities in the universe, 
namely individual souls, inert nature and the Lord Almighty 
described in this chapter can be viewed as an explanation for 
the concept of fivefold differences (pancha bheda) which is one 
of the foundational principles of the philosophy of Sri 
Madhwacharya: 


Five-fold differences (Pancha Bheda) between God-Livings & 
Non-living things are real and an eternal fact.

Verses (13.6) and (13.7) enumerated the different components 
of nature that impact an individual’s personality. These 
indicated the differences among the inert components of 
nature. Verse (13.22) indicates that individual souls experience 
different types of births based on their interaction with the 
qualities of nature, and verse (13.31) refers to different living 
beings and hence they describe the difference that exists 
between individual souls. Verses (13.20) and (13.21) describe 
the impact of inert nature on living beings, highlighting the 
difference between individual souls and inert objects. Verse 
(13.19) indicated the difference between inert nature and the 
Lord Almighty and verse (13.34) clarified the difference 
between the individual soul and the Lord Almighty.

Mother Nature (Goddess Mahalakshmi) is My consort, in whose 
womb I place the embryo, from which the process of creation 
of all beings starts. (14.3) 


For all living beings born in various species, Mother Nature is 
the mother and I am the father planting the seeds. (14.4) 


In these two verses, the Lord describes the process of creation 
of living beings which is due to the interaction of the Lord with 
His consort, Goddess Mahalakshmi who is the governing deity 
for nature. Sri Rayaru in [GV] clarifies that the interaction 
described in this verse applies to every cycle of creation of the 
universe. Further, this applies to all categories of living beings 
such as deities (angels), humans, and demons.

The three attributes, namely virtue (sattva), passion (rajas) 
and ignorance (tamas) are born out of insentient nature. These 
attributes tightly bind individual souls which intrinsically do not 
perish (the governing deities for these three attributes are 
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Sridevi, Bhoodevi and Durgadevi which are forms of Goddess 


Mahalakshmi). Sri Rayaru in [GV] clarifies that souls who are in 


moksha after liberation are not entangled by these qualities. 
The binding applies only to beings who are not yet liberated.

The Supreme Divine Personality said: They speak of an 
eternal ashvatth tree with its roots above and branches below. 
Its leaves are the Vedic hymns, and one who knows the secret 
of this tree is the knower of the Vedas. (15.1) 


The branches of the tree extend upward and downward, 
nourished by the three gunas, with the objects of the senses as 
tender buds. The roots of the tree hang downward, causing the 
flow of karma in the human form. Below, its roots branch out 
causing (karmic) actions in the world of humans. (15.2) 


The real form of this tree is not perceived in this world, neither 
its beginning nor end, nor its continued existence. But this 
deep-rooted ashvatth tree must be cut down with a strong axe 
of detachment. Then one must search out the base of the tree, 
which is the Supreme Lord, from whom streamed forth the 
activity of the universe a long time ago. Upon taking refuge in 
Him, one will not return to this world again. (15.3-4) 


Bhashya & Nirnaya... 
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Hed: - the upright one is Sri Vishnu. “I am the upright virtue 
dwelling in the Immortal One”, thus in the Vedas, Sd: means 
superior, pure in all respect. AU: means base, vile. The 
branches are the creatures. Stqu: is that which exists 
immutable, unchanged, always the same. Even the change 
cannot make it capable of being destroyed or liable to be 
destroyed. Whatever form was earlier, the same form being 
later in Time, it is said to be of immutable, indestructible form. 
Being the cause Seif means the leaves conceal the fruits. It is 
never possible for the fruits to come, without there being 
leaves. (15.1) 


The roots being distinct, Sri Hari is the World-Tree, even as the 
earth. Attributes like satva and consciousness and non- 
consciousness are the principal roots. Even here the association 
of consciousness and non-consciousness is similar to the tree. 
The earth, like the gods, elevates the non-conscious and He 
Himself being supreme is unwavering like the upright root. The 
lowly ones bound by the great sense of ego, get attached to 
the elements. The leaves are those which conceal 
(Chhandanmsi) the fruits, being the desires for liberation. 
(15,1) 
Since the self exists in subtle form in the bodies of the 
creatures, it is said to have spread upwards and downwards. 
Attributes are saatvic and the rest. Being pleasant during expe- 
rience, they are referred as sprouts. The roots are the different 
forms of divine resplendence. The Resplendent Lord grants 
fruits according to the performance of the actions. “In this 
World-Tree, the Brahman has entered as the principal root 
thereof with Prakriti as the subsidiary roots. The attributes like 
satva are the consequent roots. Elements are the branches; 
hymns are the leaves. Gods and the Human beings are the 
smaller branches. From the leaves, verily, do the fruits come 
about, some becoming fibrous roots. In this (Ashwattha tree) 
there are fruits of liberation as well as of non-liberation; juices 
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of liberation as well as of non-liberation, unmanifest branches 
as well as the manifest; unmanifest roots as well as the 
manifest. Of this Ashwattha the attributes are like the 
sprouting leaves, pleasant as well as unpleasant. This does not 
otherwise come to happen nor does it not happen at all”, thus 
in Bhallava Section. (15.2) 


In the cause is concealed the result and the result conceals the 
cause. In this manner roots and the branches are etemally 
interconnected. The sense-objects being alluring, are said to 
be like the sprouts. (15.2) 


It is not perceived as it exists. Antha and Aaadi also means Sri 
Vishnu. “You are the beginning, the end and the middle as 
well”, thus in Bhagavat Puraana. “Neither the gods nor the 
seers can see the Supreme One who has neither an end nor 
the beginning”, thus in Moksha Dharma. AsangaShastrena 
means with the weapon sharpened by non-attachment, with 
wisdom arising from meditation and wisdom, thus in Bhagavat 
Puraana. In that manner the world does not become a bondage 
and he will be revealed the well-established Brahman. 
“Reflection, verily, is what is meant by ‘cutting off. He will not 
thereby be bound; others will, indeed, be bound”, thus in 
scriptures (15.3-4) 


The implication being to Him alone one should surrender. 
“When one surrenders and surrendering whom one neither 
grieves nor is pleased, neither is one born nor does one die, 
He, verily, is Brahman, the source to be desired”, thus in 
scriptures. ‘He whom SrimanNarayana has graced, he verily, 
becomes eligible person for reflection on the world”, thus in 
Moksha Dharma. The means of severing attachments for the 
spirant. No one other than the Resplendent Lord exists as 
refuge. 
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Since this World-Tree is like a horse with unstable stance, it is 
also known as Ashwattha, irreversible like a stream. It is 
confident, self-assured being wise. The perception that Sri 
Vishnu is entirely distinct from all else is Wisdom gained from 
demolition (of the tree). The statement not this, not this is 
what clarifies the unmanifest with the realization that Sri 
Vishnu as distinct from all else. That is what makes one clear 
the form of Keshava. He, verily, is Known as the Primal One, all 
the multitude of Jivas and also Brahma, Rudra, Indra and the 
rest being nothing save His reflection. (15.3-4)

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I reside in the bodies of living beings in the form of 
Vaishwanara, and along with the incoming and outgoing 
breaths, I consume and digest the four types of food. 
Becoming the universal Fire, I abide in the human bodies and 
enjoined with the upward and downward breaths, digest the 
four types of food. 


God resides in, and powers the activities of all living beings. 
This verse describes the process of digesting food powered by 
the Lord Almighty. Living beings consume four types of food: 
food that is masticated and then swallowed, food that is 
swallowed directly, food that is licked, and food.in liquid form 
that is drunk. Every food particle that one consumes belongs to 
one of these categories. The Lord, in the name of Vaishwanara 
resides in living beings in the form of jatara agni (abdominal 
fire). Sri Rayaru in [GV] clarifies that the deity Mukhya Prana in 
the forms of prana and apana, powered by the Lord, helps in 
the process of food consumption and digestion which includes 
distribution of energy in food to various parts of the body. 


Sri Vishnu who is abiding thus in the Fire is known as 
Vaishvanara and ever abiding in all the human beings assists 
subsistence.

In Purushottama Yoga, SriKrishna says, He is antharyami (in- 
dweller) seated in the hearts of all living beings, & is source of 
their memory, knowledge, as well as its loss. He is to be known 
through Vedas, He is the subject of all Vedas, the author 
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(creator) of Vedantha, and verily the knower of true meaning of 
Vedas. 


This is one of the most important verses in the Gita as it 
summarizes many of the key teachings related to the attributes 
and greatness of the Lord. In this verse, the Lord emphatically 
declares that He is resident in all living beings (within their 
hearts) and causes them to attain knowledge and lose 
knowledge. 


The Vedas are scriptural texts that are vocally passed on from 
one generation to the next. They are not authored by anyone, 
human or divine. Various passages in the Vedas superficially 
appear to propitiate deities such as Agni (fire), Varuna (water) 
etc. 


The Lord clarifies here that the Vedas primarily describe Him 
alone (and describe other deities secondarily). The Lord does 
not state that He is the author of the Vedas, but states that He 
is the author of Vedanta. Sri Rayaru in [GV] clarifies that 
Vedanta means vedanaamanto nirnayo (the definitive summary 
of the Vedas), in other words, the Brahma Sutras. 


This is consistent with the historical fact that the Brahma 
Sutras were composed by Lord Vedavyasa, who is another form 
of the Lord. Sri Rayaru in [GV] also quotes the Bhagavata 
(11.21.42), where Lord Krishna teaches Uddhava that He alone 
knows the Vedas fully.

There are two types of dependent souls in the Universe, kshara 
and akshara. Those individual souls with perishable bodies are 
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known as kshara and Goddess Mahalakshmi, the ever liberated 
and the one without a perishable body is akshara. 


In this world, there are two Persons, the perishable and the 
imperishable. Perishable are all the (manifest) creatures and 
the indweller is spoken as the (unmanifest) imperishable. 


After having described the Lord’s omnipresence, omniscience, 
infinite strength etc., in previous verses, the next 5 verses 
categorically describe the supremacy of the Lord. This verse 
identifies two types of dependent individual souls. Living beings 
are described as kshara as they have perishable physical 
bodies. Even liberated souls have had perishable bodies 
previously. The one without a perishable body (akshara) is 
termed kootastha which means space (which is eternal). 


This was stated previously in (2.17). The only dependent, 
sentient entity in the universe which is eternal and has no 
perishable body is the Lord’s consort Mahalakshmi. Sri Rayaru 
in [GV] clarifies that the masculine form akshara to describe 
Goddess Mahalakshmi is an acceptable usage based on 
Lakshmi’s strength that exceeds that of male deities. This is as 
per Sri Madhwacharya’s commentary on the Chandogya 
Upanishat (3.15). 


Perishable creatures are Brahma and other Jivas. Kootastha is 
Prakriti. “Beginning primarily from Prajapati, all the Jivas are 
perishable. Imperishable is (Sri Lakshmi) the Primal Person. 
Superior to Her and distinct from them all is said to be the One 
whois not subject to bondage”, thus in Sharkarakshya 
scripture. 


Brahma, Rudra and others all being subject to the destruction 
of the bodies are the perishable ones. Imperishable is Sri, 

having ever Conscious (Chit) body. Since she is the repository 
of both the conscious and non-conscious beings, she is known 
as kootastha. Superior to the perishable and the imperishable 
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is the Supreme One, well known as Purushottama in Vedas. 
Thus, in Narayana scripture.

SriKrishna spell out superiority of ParamaAtma the Supreme 
Soul PURUSHOTTAMA who is immensely superior to Jeevatma, 
indestructible, Antaryami, pervades in all; controller & supports 
all in the worlds. 


Even though the three worlds suffer destruction (at the time of 
the Great Dissolution), the supreme entity continues its 
existence as indicated with the words ‘avyaya’ and ‘isvarah’. 
Hence, it is logical to describe this supreme entity as 
Paramatma (the supreme among all souls). Sri Rayaru in [GV] 
quotes the Shweta Upanishat (6.13) to support the concepts in 
this verse.

In sloka #18 Sri Krishna says, He is Purushottama because, He 
transcend the perishable & is superior to the imperishable & 
extolled in the world as well as in Vedas as the Supreme Being. 


He further adds that, whoever knows Him as the Supreme 
Personality of Godhead without any delusion knows Him well 
and worships Him always with total devotion. 


He who has realized this PURUSHOTTAMA-STATE of 
consciousness becomes 'wise,' for he cannot thereafter make 
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any error of judgment in life and thereby create confusions and 
sorrows for himself and for others around him.

He is extolled in the world as well as in Vedas (sacred scripts) 
as the Supreme Being (Sarvottama). 


In supreme sense Purushottama (Purusha+Uttama) is inherent 
nature & attribute of Lord Vishnu with which He is referred to. 
It means, the greatest among all the Purushas (not gender 
based); the Supreme Soul (highest spirit), the universal being 
who is omnipotent & omniscient. 


Purushottama is the superlative form of Lord Vishnu (Purusha). 
Chapter #15 of Bhagawadgita (PurushottamaYoga) that reveals 
the knowledge of the true nature of the Supreme God is 
exclusively dedicated to Purushottama.

Fearlessness, purity in mind, conviction in the path of divine 
knowledge, charitable nature, self-restraint, involvement in 
sacrificial activities, pursuance of Vedic study, austerity, 
uprightness. (16.1) 


Non-violent, truthful, devoid of anger, benevolent, faithful (to 
the Lord Almighty), averse to fault finding, compassionate, 
devoid of avarice, gentle, modest, determined (to do good 
deeds). (16.2) 


Valour, patience, fortitude, purity (physical and mental), 
absence of malice and ego. O Bharata! These attributes are 
observed in those with divine nature. (16.3) 


By emphasizing austerity, adherence to Brahmic values etc. 
Following the Brahmic values itself is austerity, thus having 
been spoken. Animosity having been spoken as the intent to 
create injury to others, is the defect pointed among the rulers 
and others. “Intention to harm others is said to be the defect of 
animosity”, rulers and others being proud perceiving others 
without fear is said to gives rise to arrogance. Fickleness gives 
rise to affection. Affection is attachment as well as fickleness. 


Absence of unsteadiness is steadfastness, capla (wavering), 
caHcala (unsteadiness) Aisgqar: (non-constant) are same, thus 
having been said. Forgiveness is refraining from harming 
through anger even those who have harmed. The one who has 
absence of anger even towards those who have caused harm is 
said to be forgiver. 


The Lord identifies 26 divine characteristics in these 3 verses. 
Fearlessness refers to one who is not only fearless, but also 
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does not cause fear in others. This was indicated earlier in 
(12.15) as the characteristic of one who is dear to the Lord. Sri 
Rayaru in [GV] states that one who is desirous of liberation 
must inculcate these characteristics.

O Partha! The natural attributes of those with demoniac 
natures are: arrogance, pretentious pride, conceit, anger, 
harshness, and ignorance. The Lord now identifies some of the 
characteristics of those with demoniac natures. More details on 
demoniac natures and conduct are detailed in verses (16.7) to 
(16.18). 
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Divine and demoniac are the two natural attributes of living 
beings. Divine nature paves the way for levels of liberation 
while demoniac nature pushes one to downfall. 


Summary of Demonic attributes (16.7-18) 


Those with demoniac natures do not have knowledge about 
performing prescribed activities and about avoiding prohibited 
activities. They are impure in mind and body. They do not have 
good conduct and are not truthful. (16.7) 


They say that the world is unreal and is not dependent on the 
Lord Almighty. They do not believe in the Supreme entity 
controlling the universe. They do not believe in the orderly 
creation of the universe, which they say is a result of lustful co- 
existence. (16.8) 


If the world itself is unreal, its creation is also unreal and so is 
His greatness. Can there be a most delusionary conclusion than 
this? It is an Asuri Lakshana. We will not have devotion in God 
and thus will be unable to secure His grace and redemption 
from the Samsara. In the well-known Geeta Sloka...

Lord Sri Krishna says, those who say that the world is unreal 
are Asuras. They also say that there is no God? God has 
created the world for the realization/to attain true knowledge of 
the intrinsic nature of the souls by themselves. This creation of 
the world is a great act of mercy on the souls by God. It is also 
His pleasure. 


For the God, who is Happiness incarnate, this act of creation is 
not tiring in the least. In fact, it is His pleasure/sport and it is 
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purposeful. This world which is both the sporting ground of God 
and the field of action of the souls is real. 


Ignorant people with such viewpoints corrupt their minds 
themselves; they indulge in risky activities and are born to 
cause destruction of societies. (16.9) 


Addicted to insatiable desire, covered with vanity and conceit, 
they justify their actions based on misinterpretations of 
scriptures and indulge in pursuit of temporary, worldly 
pleasures. (16.10) 


Such people, immersed in dangerous activities, endlessly 
pursue gratification of the senses which they consider to be the 
goal of life. They are convinced that there is no life beyond this 
world. (16.11) 


Imprisoned by multitudes of unfulfilled desires, overcome by 
lust and anger, they indulge in illegal and unethical means to 
earn wealth, primarily for physical pleasures. (16.12) 


Those with demoniac natures proclaim as follows: I earned this 
wealth. I will satisfy all my desires. I will continue to gather 
more wealth. I will destroy my current opponents and 
emerging ones. I am the Lord. I have achieved everything. I 
am strong. I.am born in a rich and famous family. There is no 
one equal to me. I will perform ritual sacrifices. I will donate to 
charity. I will enjoy myself. Such is their extreme arrogance 
and ignorance. (16.13) (16.14) (16.15) 


Enveloped by delusion, such people get entangled in endless, 
distressful pursuits. Imprisoned by ignorance, they get 
addicted to self-destructive sense gratification and fall into 
abominable hell. (16.16) 


Such people are complacent about themselves, are deluded by 
vanity, and are arrogant due to their wealth and success. They 
perform religious rituals without proper procedures in order to 
show off. (16.17) 
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They exhibit ego, arrogance, selfishness, lust, and short 
temper. They insult Me (Krishna), who is resident in them and 
in all others, purely out of jealousy. (16.18) 


Such cruel, hateful, low lives have hatred towards the Lord. I 
will banish them into distressful, endless cycles of worldly 
afflictions or into demoniac births. (16.19) 


Such people with demoniac natures experience repeated births 
in demoniac environments and will end up in eternal hell with 
no way of reaching My abode. (16.20) 


Lust, anger, and greed are the three gates to hell and self- 
destruction. One should get rid of these three harmful 
characteristics. (16.21) 


A seeker, who is free from these three dreadful afflictions is 
redeemed and will be on the way to attaining the Lord’s abode. 
CLG.22 } 


One who acts contravening the conduct prescribed in the 
scriptures will neither achieve enduring glory nor lasting 
happiness and will never reach the Lord’s abode. (16.23) 


Scriptures are your guide in performing right deeds and 
avoiding wrong ones. Therefore, perform your prescribed 
duties as per scriptural injunctions. (16.24) 


17. Sraddhaatraya Vibhaga Yoga 


In Sraddhatraya-Vibhaga-Yoga (sloka 17.16)] Lord Sri Krishna 
speaks of silence and says,

Renouncing all the constraints of the Perennial Principles, one 
should attain one's self by whatever means. In this sense the 
words, “all the constraints of the Perennial Principles” has been 
mentioned. “Take refuge in Me alone” and “Fix your mind” etc. 
are all the words of explanation. Knowing the supremacy of the 
Lord, one should always attune one's mind towards Him. Then 
with commitment which is excellent than any other thing, one 
should surrender to Him entirely. The worship should be 
uninterrupted in three-fold manner, mind, speech and action. 


“The Lord will then surely protect Me”, such confidence and 
that "I am the servant of the Lord” such awareness is known to 
be complete surrender. This will alone bring from Sri Vishnu 
the fruit of deliverance. Thus in Maha Vishnu Purana. From the 
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demerits committed in many previous lives not merely the ones 
committed in this life. Having said that all the constraints other 
than the constraints of righteousness should be given up, there 
is no necessity to mention that demerits also should be given 


up.

Sri Vishnuruvaacha: 


Praarabdham bhujyamaano hi geetaabhyaasaratah sadaa; 
Sa muktah sa sukhee loke karmanaa nopalipyate. 


Lord Vishnu replies: 


(2) Though engaged in performance of worldly duties as a 
consequence of his past actions, one who regularly involves 
himself in the study of Gita, enjoys happiness, gets released 
from the bangs of birth and death; is not bound by Karma and 
is not touched by the effects of his actions. 


Mahaapaapaadipaapaani geetaadhyaanam karoti chet; 
Kwachit sparsham na kurvanti nalineedalam ambuvat. 


(3) Just as water does not stain the lotus leaf, even great sins 
do not taint one who regularly devotes his attentions to the 
study of Bhagavat Gita. 


Geetaayaah pustakam yatra yatra paathah pravartate; 
Tatra sarvaani teerthaani prayaagaadeeni tatra vai. 


(4) All the sacred centres of pilgrimage, like Prayag and other 
places, dwell in that place where the Gita is kept, and where 
the Gita is read. 


Sarve devaashcha rishayo yoginahpannagaashcha ye; 
Gopaalaa gopikaa vaapi naaradoddhava paarshadaih. 


(5) All the gods, sages, Yogins, divine serpents, Gopalas, 
Gopikas (friends and devotees of Lord Krishna), Narada, 
Uddhava and others (dwell here). 


Sahaayo jaayate sheeghram yatra geetaa pravartate; 
Yatra geetaavichaarashcha pathanam paathanam shrutam; 
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Tatraaham nishchitam prithvi nivasaami sadaiva hi. 


(6) Help comes quickly where the Gita is recited and, O 
Dharani... I ever dwell where it is read, heard, taught and 
contemplated upon!

(7) I take refuge in the Gita, and the Gita is My best abode. I 
protect the three worlds with the knowledge of the Gita.

Ardhamaatraaksharaa nityaa swaanirvaachyapadaatmikaa. 


(8) The Gita is My highest science, which is doubtless of the 
form of Brahman, the Eternal, the Ardhamatra (of the Pranava 
Om), the ineffable splendour of the Self. 


Chidaanandena krishnena proktaa swamukhato’rjuna; 
Vedatrayee paraanandaa tatwaarthajnaanasamyutaa. 


(9) It was spoken by the blessed Lord Krishna, the all-knowing, 
through His own mouth, to Arjuna. It contains the essence of 
the Vedas—the knowledge of the Reality. It is full of supreme 
bliss. 


NOTE: The Gita contains the cream of the Vedas and 
Upanishads. Hence it is a universal scripture suited for people 
of all temperaments and for all ages.

(10) He who recites the eighteen chapters of the Bhagavad 
Gita daily, with a pure and unshaken mind, attains perfection in 
knowledge, and reaches the highest state or supreme goal.

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(11) If a complete reading is not possible, even if only half is 
read, he attains the benefit of giving a cow as a gift.

(12) He who recites one-third part of it achieves the merit of a 
bath in the sacred river Ganges; and who recites one-sixth of it 
attains the merit of performing a SomaYaaga.

Rudralokam avaapnoti gano bhootwaa vasecchiram. 


(13) That person who reads one discourse with supreme faith 
and devotion attains to the world of Rudra and, having become 
a Gana (an attendant of Lord Shiva), lives there for many 
years.

(15-16) He who repeats ten, seven, five, four, three, two 
verses or even one or half of it, attains the region of the moon 
and lives there for 10,000 years. Accustomed to the daily study 
of the Gita, a dying man comes back to life again as a human 
being. 


Geetaabhyaasam punah kritwaa labhate muktim uttamaam; 
Geetetyucchaarasamyukto mriyamaano gatim labhet. 
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(17) By repeated study of the Gita, he attains liberation. 
Uttering the word Gita at the time of death, a person attains 
liberation. 


Geetaarthashravanaasakto mahaapaapayuto’pi vaa; 
Vaikuntham samavaapnoti vishnunaa saha modate. 


(18) Though full of sins, one who is ever intent on hearing the 
meaning of the Gita, goes to the kingdom of God and rejoices 
with Lord Vishnu. 


Geetaartham dhyaayate nityam kritwaa karmaani bhoorishah; 
Jeevanmuktah sa vijneyo dehaante paramam padam. 


(19) He who meditates on the meaning of the Gita, having 
performed many virtuous actions, attains the supreme goal 
after death. Such an individual should be considered a true 
Jivanmukta. 


Geetaam aashritya bahavo bhoobhujo janakaadayah; 
Nirdhootakalmashaa loke geetaa yaataah param padam. 


(20) In this world, taking refuge in the Gita, many kings like 
Janaka and others reached the highest state or goal, purified of 
all sins. 


Geetaayaah pathanam kritwaa maahaatmyam naiva_ yah 
pathet; 
Vrithaa paatho bhavet tasya shrama eva hyudaahritah. 


(21) He who fails to read this “Glory of the Gita” after having 
read the Gita, loses the benefit thereby, and the effort alone 
remains. 


NOTE: This is to test and confirm the faith of the reader in the 
Bhagavad Gita, which is not a mere philosophical book but the 
word of God and should therefore be studied with great faith 
and devotion. The Gita Mahatmya generates this devotion in 
one’s heart. 
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Etanmaahaatmyasamyuktam geetaabhyaasam karoti yah; 
Sa tatphalamavaapnoti durlabhaam gatim aapnuyaat. 


(22) One who studies the Gita, together with this “Glory of the 
Gita”, attains the fruits mentioned above, and reaches the 
state which is otherwise very difficult to be attained. 


Suta Uvaacha: 


Maahaatmyam etad geetaayaah mayaa proktam sanaatanam; 
Geetaante cha pathedyastu yaduktam tatphalam labhet. 


Suta said: 


(23) This greatness or “Glory of the Gita”, which is eternal, as 
narrated by me, should be read at the end of the study of the 
Gita, and the fruits mentioned therein will be obtained. 


Thus, ends the "Glory of the Gita" contained in the Varaha

GEETA VIVRUTI OF SRI RAYARU (Synopsis) 
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(Prof. D. RamachArya is one of the renowned scholars of our 
time. A few years ago he had published an article on “Gita 
Vivrutti” in the special souvenir called “Madhva sAmrAjya 
vaibhava” brought out to commemorate the BhImarathi 
shAnthi of His Holiness Sri 1008 SushamiIndra tirtha 
shrIpAdangaLu. We are republishing select portions of this 
article, enhanced with supporting material from other sources, 
for the benefit of our Internet users. Sri Hunsur Sriprasad has 
translated this from Kannada to English) 


The greatness of Sri MahabhArata and its two crown jewels — 
Shrimad Bhagavadgeetha and Vishnu SahasranAma - have 
been extolled in all our scriptures. The MahakUrma Purana says 
that the MahAbhArata is the greatest amongst all shAstras; in 
bhArata, the Bhagavadgeetha and Vishnu SahasranAma are 
venerable, and hence worthy of being recited and understood. 


Another quote says “sarvopaniShado gAvah ...”. This is a very 
effective and striking analogy that compares the upanishads to 
cows, Arjuna to the pure calf, Lord Krishna to the cowherd and 
Bhagavat Gita to the milk. In short, it calls the Gita as the 
essence of all upanishads. 


There are many translations and commentaries on the 
Bhagavadgeetha, but nothing captures the true spirit of the 
Gita like Acharya Madhva’s gIta bhAshya and glta tAtparya. Sri 
Jaya tirtha brought out the depth and width of spiritual wisdom 
hidden in the bhAshya & tAtparya through two separate 
commentaries called pramEya dIpika and nyAya dIpika, but 
these were still aimed at a scholarly audience. 


It needed the genius of Sri Raghavendra tIrtha (Rayaru) to 
understand and digest the full import of the Bhashya, tAtparya 
and their two commentaries and crystallize them into a simple, 
direct commentary on the Gita that people with a simple 
knowledge of Sanskrit could understand. This work, the Gita 
Vivrutti or Gitartha sangraha, not only shows his mastery over 
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the subject matter but also shows his immense kindness 
towards humanity in bringing the treasure called Gita within 
the reach of the common man. 


In order to understand the full import of the Gita, one needs to 
constantly study Gita Vivrutti or Gitartha sangraha by Sri 
Raghavendra tirtha (Rayaru). One can see the brilliance of his 
exposition style in every aspect of the Vivrutti. In this 
connection, we need to recall the words of the Guru-guNa 
stavana “chittena Ayukta martham ...”. 


The thought that comes to Rayaru’s mind is always correct and 
the manner in which he expresses these is also correct. Hence, 
there is no question of him correcting or erasing anything after 
it has been written. In order to give readers a fleeting glimpse 
of the greatness of Vivrutti we have selected a few examples. 


In the Vivrutti, Rayaru shows that he understands the mind of 
DhritarAShTra very well. In the very first shloka of the Gita, 
DhritarAShTra asks Sanjaya “kima kurvata sanjaya ...”? (what 
are my sons and the Pandavas doing on the battlefield of 
Kurukshetra). The word he uses in this context “mAmaka” 
shows the depth of his excessive attachment to his vile sons. 
And it was this attachment that caused so much destruction in 
the Kurukshetra war. The question itself is inappropriate. When 
all efforts at reconciliation have failed and the two armies are 
facing each other, war and its attendant destruction are 
inevitable. Yet, DhritarAShTra asks this question, betraying his 
anxiety to hear news of his sons’ victory, forgetting that as 
devotees of Lord Krishna, the Pandavas are bound to emerge 
victorious. 


In another verse Duryodhana approaches DronAchArya before 
the beginning of the war and says “pashyaitAm 
pAnDuputrAnAm ...”. Even though Duryodhana’s army was 11 
AkshouhiNi strong as compared to the Pandavas’ 7, he still 
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says “look at the massive army commanded by 
DhriShTadyumna”. How does this make sense? This shows very 
clearly the thoughts racing through Duryodhana’s mind. The 
Pandavas army was no ordinary army. 


It was one commanded by DhriShTadyumna, the son of 
Drupada who had been humiliated by Drona. He would 
obviously try to avenge his father’s humiliation. And he was a 
very capable warrior and general too. In addition, he was the 
brother of Draupadi who had been insulted by the kauravas in 
the court. All of this combined to make him a very ferocious 
and dangerous opponent and that is why the Pandavas army 
looked so menacing to Duryodhana. 


In the conversation with Drona, Duryodhana uses the word 
“aparyAptam” while describing his army. Most commentators 
have interpreted ‘aparyAptam’ as ‘unlimited’ thus translating 
the sentence as “Our army, protected by Bhishma is unlimited 
i.e, very vast, whereas their army, protected by BhIma, is very 
limited”. However, this meaning is wrong as it goes totally 
against everything else that Duryodhana has said before this. 
After expressing a lot of fears about the greatness of the 
Pandavas army, how can he suddenly turn around and say that 
his army is unlimited? To help us understand the true state of 
solve Duryodhana’s mind, Rayaru gives us the true meaning of 
the word “aparyAptam” as “inadequate or incapable”. This fits 
in very nicely with the rest of the statements and explains how 
Duryodhana actually felt. Bhishma had conquered death and 
Drona was the preceptor for both the armies. Yet Duryodhana 
had qualms about both of them because they were partial 
towards the Pandavas. Hence he suspected that they would 
only make a show of fighting, and not put their hearts into it. 
On the other hand, the Pandavas army was protected by 
Bhima, who was very capable and totally determined to 
annihilate the Kouravas. His army too was very motivated 
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because their cause was a just one. Hence this army, even 
though smaller in number, was very adequate and capable of 
winning. 


When Bhishma blows his conch for the sake of instilling 
courage in Duryodhana, the reply from the Pandavas side come 
first from Lord Krishna (“pAnchajanyam hRushIkeshah ..”), a 
non-combatant. . How can one explain this? Krishna had 
promised not to carry any arms during this war. He was 
supposed to be a mere charioteer. He was not regarded as a 
great warrior by ordinary people, who did not know His true 
greatness. Rayaru explains this paradox very nicely. He says 
that there is a very great spiritual truth hidden in the Lord’s 
action. He is basically saying “Everybody including the 
Pandavas are mere actors or puppets in my hands and that I 
am the only one fighting. I control them and make them fight”. 
After Arjuna throws down his weapons and refuses to fight, 
Krishna chides him with the words “pragnAvAdAmshcha 
bhAshase”. Most commentators have interpreted 
‘pragnAvAdAn’ as intelligent words or arguments, implying that 
Krishna is approving Arjuna’s action. But this goes totally 
against the rest of advice given by him to Arjuna! In fact, if 
Krishna approved of what Arjuna had done, the bhagavat glIta 
would have been totally unnecessary. Rayaru solves this mess 
by giving the true meaning of ‘pragnAvAdAn’ as “arguments 
arising solely out of one’s intellect (i.,e arguments that do not 
stem from shAstra)”. This fits in very nicely with all the events 
leading up to the Gita. Arjuna had participated in a lot of wars 
prior to the Kurukshetra war and emerged victorious. He did 
not have any qualms then. Thus he was not new to war. 
Hence, his qualms on the battlefield were due to excessive 
attachment. He tried to disguise this and present war as an act 
against dharma or justice, thus trying to cheat Krishna. Hence 
it is perfectly logical for Krishna to scold him for this act of 
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deception. Thus the meaning give by Rayaru to ‘pragnAvAdAn’ 
is the correct one. 


The above 5 illustrations should give readers a good idea about 
the brilliant way in which Rayaru has explained the gita.

Kurukshethra Darshana 


Kurukshetra has been described in the first verse 
of Shrimadbhagvadgita, in the form of DharmakshetrE 
KurukshetrE — the region of Dharma. 


According to the Puranas, Kurukshetra is a region named 
after King Kuru, the ancestor of Kauravas and Pandavas in 
the Kuru kingdom, as depicted in epic Mahabharata. 

The Kurukshetra War of the Mahabharata is believed to have 
taken place here. 


Kurukshetra is described not as a city but as a region 
("kshetra" means "region" in Sanskrit). The boundaries of 
Kurukshetra correspond roughly to the central and western 
parts of the state of Haryana and Punjab. According to 
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the Taittiriya Aranyaka 5.1.1., the Kurukshetra region is south 
of Turghna (Srughna/Sugh in Sirhind, Punjab), north 

of Khandava (Delhi and Mewat region), east of Maru (desert), 
and west of Parin. 


According to the Vamana Purana, King Kuru chose land at the 
banks of the Sarasvati River for embedding spirituality with 
eight virtues: austerity (Tapas), truth (Satya), forgiveness 
(Kshama), kindness (Daya), purity (Shuddha), charity (Daana), 
devotion (Yajna), and conduct (Brahmacharya). 

Lord Vishnu was impressed with the acts of King Kuru and 
blessed him with two boons—first, that this land forever will be 
known as a Holy Land after his name as Kurukshetra (the land 
of Kuru); second, that anyone dying on this land will go to 
heaven. 


The land of Kurukshetra was situated between two rivers— 
the Sarasvati and the Drishadvati. 


Kuru Kingdom, founded by King Puru—the ancestors 
of Kauravas and Pandavas. 


Kurukshetra is an important Hindu pilgrimage destination, and 
there are several pilgrimage sites surrounding the city. 


Kurukshetra is a vast area spread over 48 kos parikrama 
(roughly 90-km) traditional circle (Parikrama) around the holy 
city which includes many pilgrimage places, temples and 
sacred ponds, with which many events/rituals associated with 
Pandavas, Kauravas and Mahabharata war. 


Kurukshetra is closely related to its development with the rise 
of Aryan civilization and the sacred Saraswati. This is the land 
where Manusmriti was written by Rishi Manu and the 
compilation of Rigveda, Samaveda by the wise Rishis. 
According to Manu, the tract between the old sacred

rivers Saraswati and Drishadvati in Kurukshetra was known 
as Brahmavarta. 


Kurukshetra in Theertha Prabandha (Sri VadiRajaru)

kurukshetra — in which horses, elephants and soldiers which 
were ground to pieces by the hits from the gadaa held by the 
lotus-like hands of sri bhimasena are verily like lumps of soil, 
which in turn became ground for planting arrows of arjuna as if 


they were crops - cultivated grains known as sukeerti 
(excellent fame). 


17. Kurukshetra : One can reach Kurukshetra by bus or train from 
Delhi and Hardwar. The great saint Viswamitra became Brahmarishi 
here. The great Mahabharatha battle between the Pandvas and Kaurvas 
was fought here. Geethacharya Srikrishna delivered his Divine ines- 
sage "The Geetha" to mankind through Arjuna here. the 
Vishnusahasranama originated here. During solar / lunar eclipses. 
Sri Krishna used to visit the place to have a holy bath in Bralima- 
Sarovara. Mahabharata Tatparya Nirnaya mentions a yapa which 
Sri Krishna performed for 12 years here. Acharya Madhya or his 
way to Badri visited Kurukshctra and identified the weapons used by 
him in his earlier birth as Bhima during Mahabharata war to Sri Satya 
Theertha and other disciples. There is a gigantic tank here known as 
" Brahma Sarovara " Even today, lakhs of people take a holy dip tn 
Brahmasrovara during festive occasions and eclipses. Vadiraja 
describes Kurukshetra in one sloka.

Religious sites at Kurukshetra 


Brahma Sarovar: Every year lakhs of people come to take a 
holy bath at Brahma Sarovar on the occasion of "Somavati 
Amavasya" and on Solar eclipses. They believe that a bath in 
the holy Sarovar frees all sins and cycle of birth-death. The 
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Sarovar is one of Asia's largest man-made ponds. Hindu 
genealogy registers are kept here. 


Legend has it that Brahma Sarovara was excavated first by 
King Kuru long before the epic battle of Kurukshetra. Itis a 
huge tank (half a kilometer wide and one kilometer long) with 
an island in the middle connected by a road that cuts through 
it. On the island is a water well called the Chandra Kupa Well, 
one of the oldest sacred wells. Tradition has it that in ancient 
times the water in the well would change to milk during the 
solar eclipse. 


Next to the well is a small Radha-Krishna temple where 
Yudhisthira is said to have built a victory pillar after the 
successful culmination of the war. This lake is also where 
Krishna, His brother Balarama, and His sister Subhadra came 
from Dwaraka to bathe during an eclipse. Along the side of the 
tank is a smaller island with the Sarveshwar Mahadeva (Shiva) 
temple on it. 


Sannihit Sarovar: The pond is believed to be the meeting 
point of seven sacred Saraswatis. The Sarovar, according to 
popular belief, contains sacred water. Bathing in the waters of 
the tank on the day of Amavasya or on the day of an eclipse 
bestows blessings equivalent to performing the Ashvamedh 
Yajna. 


Sri Krishna met his friends and residents of Vrindavana here 
during an eclipse while He was living in Dwaraka. He also took 
bath in the waters of Brahma Sarovara and Sannihit Sarovara. 


It is not as large as Brahma Sarovara, but it is fairly big (1500 
by 450 feet). Sannihit means the assembly of the entire range 
of holy tirthas or sacred sites, which is said to happen every 
Amavas, or eclipse, especially the Somavati Amavas (lunar 
eclipse). It is also said that all of the sacred holy places gather 
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here on the new Moon day, and that this is where the seven 
sacred Sarasvatis meet. 


Performing the shraddha ceremony for the benefit of the 
ancestors and bathing during the eclipse is said to purify one of 
all sins and gives the merit of having performed 

1,000 ashvamedha yagas. It is also accepted that it was here 
where Lord Indra accepted the bones from the great sage 
Dadhichi, which were so powerful that they were used in 
making a Vajra or thunderbolt for killing the demon Vritasura. 


Jyotisar: The famous site where Bhagavad Gita was delivered 
to Arjuna under the tree. The tree of that time is witness to 
Gita. This is about 10 kilometers north of town. Jyotisar is now 
a small park with a central banyan tree over a small marble 
chariot that marks where Krishna sang the Bhagavad-gita and 
showed Arjuna His universal form. The banyan tree is said to 
be the same tree as when Krishna and Arjuna were present 
and, thus, the only living witness to the event. 


Bishma Kund, also called Bana Ganga. This is where 
Grandfather Bhishma fell on the tenth day of the battle of 
Kurukshetra, but remained laying there until the sun entered 
the northern hemisphere (Uttaryana). As he lay there, he 
became thirsty and Arjuna shot an arrow into the ground from 
which sprang Ganges water to quench Bhishma’s thirst. This 
later formed into what is now a small kund or water tank called 
Bana Ganga, or Bhishma Kund. Bathing in it is said to give the 
benefits of bathing at all the holy tirthas. This is also where 
Bishma gave the teachings of Rajadharma and Anushasana 
(discipline) to Yudhisthira. Bishma also sang the 
Vishnusahasranama to Lord Krishna before he departed this 
world. 


Sthaneshwar Mahadev Temple: This is where Pandavas 
prayed to Lord Shiva for blessings to be victorious in the war of 
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Kurukshetra. The water from the tank is considered sacred and 
to have healing powers. A few drops of the water from the tank 
is said to have cured King Ban or Vena of leprosy. 


According to Vamana Purana, the tirthas of Shukra, Soma, 
Daksha and Skanda are located in the north, east, south, and 
west parts respectively of this Sthanu tirtha, but one who visits 
the linga of Shiva is believed to get moksha or liberation. 
Vamana Purana also says that whoever enters this Sthanu 
temple, with or without desires, gets emancipation from all 
karma. 


Pehowa: About 40 kilometers from Kurukshetra is the place of 
Pehowa where the ancient Sarasvati River is commemorated, 
and is famous for the performance of the shraddha ceremonies 
for the ancestors. The tirtha of Prithudaka is mentioned in 

the Puranas and Mahabharata, where Matinara, a king in the 
Puru lineage, performed many rituals here on the bank of the 
Sarasvati River, which is now mostly dried up and no longer 
flows through Kurukshetra as it did during the times of 

the Mahabharata. 


Jind and Safidon are towns where you will find such tirthas as 
Ram Hridaya where Parashurama performed a Spiritual 
ceremony. At Birhi Kalan near Jind is Varaha Tirtha where Lord 
Varaha appeared in order to save the earth. Sarp Damam, in 
Safidon is where Janamejaya, the son of Maharaja Pariksit, 
performed a fire sacrifice in order to destroy all the snakes 
after his father was bitten by Takshaka.

Kurukshetra with Delhi, Chandigarh and other important places 
in Haryana, Punjab and Himachal Pradesh. Haryana Roadways 

Volvo passes through Kurukshetra. Kurukshetra is connected to 
all major cities through proper network of roads. 


Origin of Kurukshetra 


[Samvarna-Tapati Vivah, King Kuru and 
Kurukshetra Mahatmya] 


At the beginning of Satya Yuga, there was a King named 
Ruksha (Rksa) of Chandra Vamsha who begot King Samvarna. 
On assuming Kingship, Samvarna entrusted his royal duties to 
his Guru Vasishta and moved about carefree. While he was ina 
forest named Vaibhraja, he met a Deva Kanya called Tapati 
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and both of them got mesmerized with each other. On return, 
Vasishta Maharshi learnt of the King’s infatuation as the latter 
was neither eating nor behaving properly. Similar was the 
situation with the Deva Kanya Tapati. 


Vasishta learnt from his Divyadrishti that the Deva Kanya was 
the daughter of Surya Deva, entered Surya mandala and 
requested Surya for the alliance and both of them were happily 
married to eventually beget a boy called Kuru who was 
eventually married to Devi Soudamini. 


After Kuru became the King, Kuru tried all possibilities of 
endearing his Praja and during his ‘Dharma Paalana’ or 
Virtuous Administration, there were no problems of poverty, 
thefts, misdirected judgments and health limitations and soon 
became a popular King. 


Then he travelled to become more famous and victorious and 
entered Dvaitavana where he saw the Sacred River Sarasvati 
which was called Brahma Putri, Harijinva and Sudarshana 
Janani. He derived extreme happiness and satisfaction in the 
River and towards north of the River decided to construct a 
‘Samanta Panchaka Dharmasthaan’ spread over an Area of five 
yojanas width and length. 


It was learnt that there were five such ‘Vedikaas’ where 
Shambhu Deva performed Pancha Yagnas, of which the Uttara 
Vedi on the banks of River Sarasvati was known as the most 
renowned; the Madhya Vedi as popular at Prayaga Kshetra, 
Purva Vedi was at Gaya Tirtha, Dakshina Vedi was at 
Jagannatha puri and the Paschima Vedi was at Pushkara 
Kshetra. 


King Kuru decided to add the Panchama Vedi to be constructed 
as Samantaka Panchaka Dharmasthana. He procured a golden 
plough and a pair of animals to commence tilling the land. 
Indra Deva approached the King Kuru as to what was he 
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desirous of doing and the reply was that he had decided to 
construct an ‘Ashtaanga Bhumi’ of Tapah Satyam Ksamam 
Damam Krushaami Shoucham Daanam cha Yogamcha 
Brahmachaaritaam/ or Meditation - Truthfulness-Endurance- 
Mercy-Cleanliness-Charity-Yoga and Celibacy which should be 
called Ashtanga Farming! 


Indra further asked: Where would be a number of ploughs and 
how would you procure seeds from! The reply was that Indra 
should not make fun of an honest endeavour as Indra left 
quietly. The King himself commenced tilling some four to five 
yojanas of land daily. 


Then Lord Vishnu appeared and asked the same question of 
Indra as to where would he secure the seeds. The King said 
convincingly that the seeds would emerge from his body. 


Vishnu asked the King to extend his hand so that the former 
could plough and the King could spread the seeds. The King 
faithfully extended his right hand and at once Bhagavan cut off 
his hand with his chakra to several pieces! Kuru then extended 
his left hand and Vishnu sliced off that hand too to thousand 
pieces. The King offered his thighs one by one which too were 
cut. Finally, King Kuru offered his head and then Vishnu was 
convinced that the King was very serious in his resolve and 
asked him to ask for a boon. 


Kuru replied: Yaavadetan —- mayaa krushtam Dharmaksetram 
tadastucha, Snaataanaam cha mrutaaaamcha mahapunya 
phalam twiha/ Upavaasamcha Daanamcha cha snaanam 
japyam cha Madhava, Homayagnadikam cha anyacchubham 
Vaapyashubham Vibho! 


(May this Place which I had tilled be declared as Dharma 
Kshetra; may this Place become a Sacred one where bathing or 
even dying attain Maha Punya. May the virtuous deeds of 
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Upavaasa-Snaaa-Daana- Japa-Havana-Yagna etc be paid for 
with multiplied fruits! ) 


The King further prayed to Vishnu that he along with Parama 
Shiva should reside at this Kshetra always. Vishnu not only 
granted the boons asked by the King but also blessed the 
Hallowed Place to be called as Kuru Kshetra, that his fame and 
name would be eternal as long as the Universe would last, that 
this Kshetra called Kurujangala would be protected by Chandra 
naamak Yaksha, Vaasuki naamak Sarpa, Shankukarna naamak 
Vidyaadhara, Sukeshi naamak Rakshseswara, Ajaavan naamak 
King, Mahadeva naamak Agni and so on. 


Some eight thousand arrows-men would ensure that sinners of 
extreme nature would be prevented to perform bathing in the 
Kshetra; there is a ‘paapa vinaashaka’ and Sacred Tirtha 
known as Prithudaka or Pehowa Tirtha here and Brahma 
collected the waters of various Maha Samudras, Punya Tirthas, 
Rivers and Sarovaraas into it. 


Brahmasarovara Tirtha: Maharshi Lomaharshana stated that 
Brahmasarovara Tirtha was originally spread from Sannihita 
Sarovar at Rantuk Sthaana to Ojas Sthaana and further upto 
Chaturmukha Sthaana; but over passage of time, the Tirtha 
occupied the space from Viswasvara Shaana to Asthipura and 
from Vriddha Kanya to Oghavati River. Half way of the Tirtha, it 
was believed that Rudra attained ‘Sthaanutva’or ‘Sthiratwa’ 
(Solidification). 


Meanwhile, Maha Muni Markandeya prayed to Devi Saraswati 
flowing in the form of the illustrious River obliged the Muni to 
accompany him wherever he wished him to lead and the Muni 
requested her to link up Brahmasira to Ramahlada to 

Kurukshetra and thus the latter assumed further significance; 


In the Kurukshetra Tirtha thus one secures the ‘maha phala’of 
bathing and worshipping in Seven Vanaas viz. Kaamuaka Vana, 
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Aditi Vana, Vyasa Vana, Phalaki Vana, Surya Vana, Madhu 
Vana, and Sheeta Vana; besides nine Sacred Rivers viz. 
Sarasvati, Vaitarani, Aapaga, Mandakini Ganga, Madhstra, 
Vaasu Nadi, Koushiki, Drushdyati or Kaggar, and Hiranyavati. 


Kurukshetra Thirtha Yatra needs to be intiated by obtaining the 
permission of the Yaksha called Rastuk, proceed to Aditi Vana 
where Devi Aditi was stated to have performed her Tapasya in 
favour of her sons viz. Devataas; proceed to Vishnu Sthaan 
called ‘Savana’, visit Vimala Tirtha to worship Vimaleswara to 
reap the fruit of attaining Rudra Loka; Kaushiki Sangama to 
wash off the blemishes stored thus far; Dharani Tirtha to seek 
relief for ‘Aparadhaas’ of devotees; Daksheswara Shiva in 
Dakshaashrama to attain the fruit of Ashvamedha Yagna; 
Shalukini Tirtha ; then move on to Saptirdadhi to thrash up 
fears of serpents; then worship Rastuk Dwarapal for an 
overnight stay there for Kshama Prarthana and Abheestha 
Siddhi; then visit Panchanada Tirtha, Koti Tirtha, and 
Jwaalamaheswara. 


Pilgrims to Kurukshetra are advised to definitely perform ‘Pitru 
Devatarchana’ at the famed Pushkara Tirtha which was 
constructed by Parashurama Deva and it was believed that 
worship there would bestow fulfillment of wishes sought by the 
devotees. Surya Grahana Snaana at the nearby Sarovara called 
‘Saannihitya’ is stated to provide access to Swarga after one’s 
end of life. 


In the Kurukshetra Mahatmya of the Mahabharata the sage 
Pulastya says that even the dust of Kurukshetra will cause one 
to reach the highest goal. This is the benefit for all who died in 
the battle of Kurukshetra 5,000 years ago, and one reason why 
the battle took place here. It is another reason why every 
pilgrim should visit this holy place. It is also explained that if a 
person walks eight miles along the Ganga River, he will acquire 
the merit of performing one ashwamedha ritual. In Kashi 
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(Varanasi) one gets the same result by walking only four miles, 
and only two miles when walking in Kurukshetra. 


Giving Daana (charity) at Kurukshetra is considered highly 
meritorious. Attainment of BraHma jnaAna, Gaya sraAddHa, 
death/termination of life in a Cow shed/in the process of 
protecting a Cow; residing in Kurukshethra; are mukti-daayak 
the four major means of Mukti. 


Stone Inscription of 5th Century CE in Laos that reads as Kurukshetra Mahatmya 

1. Those who live and those who die and those who offer prayers in a great place of 
pilgrimage (mahatirtha) attain its result (accordingly). 

2. Let the same be held by me today. the fruit which is like the relegious merit 
previously acquired after visiting places like Prabhasa. 

3. The gods who have come only for sacrifices and who are (now) ascended in the 
heaven headed by Brahma, Vishnu and Siva, may suggest name to this place. 

4. After making this submission, the king, while he was thinking over it, the name of 
Kurukshetra struck him. The fore-described religious merit which takes one to the 
paradise and which is eulogized by the divine sages, the same may be attained in the 
newly set Kurukshetra. 

5. The place became famous as Kurukshetra, the centre of pilgrimage and of great 
religious merit for the very reason that it was ploughed by the sage Kuru for good 
people. 

6. In the Kurukshetra even a greater sinner is taken to the highest goal (by the particles 
of dust) deiven by the wind. 

7. (He who always says) ‘I shall go to Kurukshetra and | shall reside in Kurukshetra’ (is 
freed from sins); those who reside in Kurukshetra are as if residing in heaven. 

8. Naimisha is the (best) religious place on earth, Pushkara in the aerial region while 


Kurukshetra is the most distinguished in all the three worlds. 

9. Even if one extols its name the seventh generation of his family (is blessed) then 
what to say of those religious minded (persons) who stay here ? 

10. The religious merit gained by performing a thousand horse sacrifices. anda 
hundred Vajapeya (or of) a hundred thousand cows duly given: is acquired by those 
who offer prayers at Kurukshetra, and that too without any motive, obtain that fruit which 
is not only determinate but also very difficult to attain. 

41. May such religious merit which has been described by sages previously be 
accomplished by many people in this Kurukshetra. 

12. The useful merit of thousand-tirthas acquired at Kurukshetra may all that be 
present here. 

13. This place of pilgrimage is said to have extended over half a yojana and those 
places which are included in it are destroyers of greater sins. 

14.Those who die here and those who offer prayers are like persons who quench their 
thirst by drinking water with great concentration. 

15. The fruits acquired by (performing) Agnishtoma Sacrifices or by giving great riches. 
may all that be received by those (who live here). 

16. When all great sinners are washed here of all their sins then what to say of those 
religious people who reside at this great place of pilgrimage?
